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JUDGE RULES SCRAPPING OF BSF SCHEME AN ‘ABUSE’ 

Cash pledge to deprived 
schools after court win

SCHOOLS in deprived areas of Kent 
that missed out when the Building 
Schools for the Future scheme was 
scrapped will be first in line when 
new money becomes available. 

That is according to Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter speaking after County 
Hall defeated the Government in a joint legal 
action with five other local authorities. 

Education secretary Michael Gove has been 
ordered to reconsider his decision to scrap 
funding for school rebuilding programmes. 

In Kent’s case, where several schools were 
just months away from starting work on new 
buildings, the judge Mr Justice Holman 
deemed the decision “so unfair as to amount to 
an abuse of power”. 

Yet the victory does not mean the schemes 
will be reinstated, and many Kent schools are 
still left with outdated and dilapidated build¬ 
ings. But it does allow Kent and the other five 
councils - Waltham Forest, Luton Borough 
Council, Nottingham City Council, Sandwell, 
and Newham - to apply for compensation. 

KCC owes about £10 million to construction 
companies to honour contracts, cancelled at a 
late stage after the demise of the BSF scheme. 

Cllr Carter told Kent on Sunday he will be 
writing to Mr Gove laying out the case for com¬ 
pensation, and despite his criticism of the way 
the BSF scheme was run, the schools that 
were promised help will eventually get it. 

Cllr Carter said: “I’m hoping we’re going to 
get back all the money we owe to contractors, 
some of whom were very nearly ready to come 
on site, and which adds up to around £10m.

AMERICAN author Bill Bryson 
is spearheading a campaign 
forcing Network Rail to clear up 
the country’s dirtiest train sta¬ 
tions, writes Marijke Cox. 

One of those in the hall of shame being 
targeted by the best-selling writer is 
Gravesend, which serves some two million 
passengers a year. 

Bryson, who is president of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE), and his fellow campaigners are 
seeking a Litter Abatement Order against 
the rail operator. 

They claim the company continually fails 
to clear rubbish along tracks at the station. 

Under a Litter Abatement Order, served 
via a magistrates’ court, a firm legally has 
to get a long-standing litter problem 
cleared up. 

Bryson said organisations responsible 


for public land are required to keep it clean. 

“If they’re not taking this responsibility 
seriously, we all have the power to compel 
them to do so,” he said. 

“Railway operators and Network Rail are 
not the only offenders, but they are respon¬ 
sible for far too much uncollected litter. 

Lack of pride 

“The first impression for a visitor arriv¬ 
ing in a town is often formed by their view 
from a train, and it is a disgrace that that 
view is so often a degraded and dirty one 
that suggests a lack of care or pride in the 
area.” 

To support the move, the CPRE has pub¬ 
lished a guide to Litter Abatement Orders, 
helping frustrated members of the public 
take action. 

A Network Rail spokesman said 
although the operator appreciated the con¬ 
cerns of the CPRE it was surprised the 
campaign group was encouraging litter 


abatement notices to be served on them. 

“As well as joining us in support of the 
new Love Where You Live Campaign and 
following our meeting with CPRE last year, 
we asked to speak to them again, but the 
CPRE has not given us a date,” he said. 

“As one of Britain’s biggest landowners 
we remove thousands of tonnes of litter 
every year. If reported by the public, we 
aim to remove litter within 20 days. 

“Our dedicated maintenance teams regu¬ 
larly remove litter and we work closely 
with our contractors and projects to keep 
the areas in which they work free of litter. 

“We are also proud to be a founding mem¬ 
ber of the Litter Challenge Group and 
work closely with DEFRA and Keep 
Britain Tidy.” 

Bryson’s popular book about his travels 
around Great Britian, Notes From a Small 
Island, opens with his arrival in Dover and 
a dreadful stay at a bed and breakfast run 
by the fearsome ‘Mrs Smegma’. 


‘No promise’ that schools works will go ahead

programme was complicated and bureaucrat¬ 
ic, that I will not deny. But the schools that 
lost out were picked for the programme 
because they served areas of high depriva¬ 
tion. Now that seems a pretty good way of 
choosing which schools need to be improved. 

“There will be more money available. It is 
my hope that when the next round of funding 
comes through, these 14 schools will be first 
on the list for improvement.” 

Despite being asked to look again at the 
decision to scrap the BSF scheme, the 
Government issued a robust response, claim¬ 


ing the judge’s ruling exonerated it on the 
“substantive points” of the case. 

A Government spokesman said: “On the 
substantive points, he [the judge] concluded it 
was a rational decision and that the authori¬ 
ties involved had no expectation of being 
allowed to proceed with their projects.” 

He also pointed out that the judge had con¬ 
cluded “there was no promise or expectation” 
that the claimants’ projects would proceed. 

However, Mr Justice Holman, sitting in 
London, declared that Mr Gove had unlaw¬ 
fully failed to consult with councils before 
imposing the cuts. 


Cllr Carter, meanwhile, dismissed the 
Government’s claim “as a travesty of the facts”. 

A Government spokesman confirmed the 
Secretary of State will look again at his deci¬ 
sion “with an open mind” taking representa¬ 
tions from the councils involved in the action. 

The judge set out, however, that “the final 
decision on any project still rests with him 
[Mr Gove] and “no-one should gain false hope 
from this decision”. 

His ruling also made it clear that it only 
extended to the councils that brought the 
case, closing the door on other authorities 
hoping to reclaim lost capital. 


Wards closed to halt spread of winter vomiting bug 


THE winter vomiting bug noroviras has 
forced two wards to close at Kent and Sussex 
Hospital. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
said it was routine procedure to shut wards to 
new patients to stop the spread of the virus. 

A spokesman said on Thursday the 


norovirus is a short-lived infection that usu¬ 
ally lasts about 72 hours, and he expected the 
wards to re-open soon. 

The highly contagious bug causes vomiting 
and diarrhoea and is brought into hospitals 
by patients and visitors. 

People are being encouraged not to visit 


loved ones on closed wards while the meas¬ 
ures are in place in order to stop the spread of 
germs. 

If people feel unwell, especially with vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhoea, they have also been urged 
not to visit hospitals because their germs will 
spread to patients. 
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Thieves strike as hero 
enjoys Valentine treat

AFTER six months spent ducking 
Taliban gunfire in Afghanistan, 
Major Ian Webster was looking for¬ 
ward to coming home to celebrate 
Valentine’s Day with his wife. 

Yet instead the Royal Engineers volunteer 
discovered the hard way that risking your 
life for your country earns you no credit 
from Kent’s army of low-life thieves. 

That’s because the 54-year-old from 
Boughton, near Faversham - who has rep¬ 
resented Great Britain in three triathlon 
world championships - returned from his 
Valentine’s Day meal to find three expen¬ 
sive bicycles had been stolen from his shed. 

“These bikes have been lovingly built up 
over years, so I know what I’d like to do to 
the little toerags if I ever got my hands on 
them,” said Major Webster. 

“I went down to the shed to go for a ride 
after spending the night in London and 
noticed to my horror that the lock had been 
cut off and the bikes taken. 

“Although part of me thinks they’re gone 
for good, these bikes are unique - you can’t 
buy them off the shelf. If anybody sees them 
they would definitely know it, so I’ve given 
the details to all the clubs and societies I’m 
involved with and asked them to keep an 
eye out.” 

Having previously represented Team GB 
at triathlon events in Canada and 
Switzerland, Major Webster last pulled 
on the spandex at the 2007 world champi¬ 
onships in Hamburg, Germany, finishing 


66th in the 50 to 54 age group. 

The chartered surveyor was also planning 
to race at this summer’s Escape from 
Alcatraz event in San Francisco, USA, 
before the theft of his prized possessions. 

But when Major Webster returns to 
Afghanistan to support the Chatham-based 
Royal Engineers, the Territorial Army vet¬ 
eran will be more concerned with keeping 
him and his colleagues safe. 

“We’re helping to build things like Main 
Operating Bases (MOBs) and Forward 
Operating Bases (FOBs), which are pretty 
close to the action on the frontline,” he said. 


“For example, we recently built an area for 
a new CT scanner at a hospital in Fort 
Bastion. The main risk is obviously for those 
troops who go out fighting or whose vehicles 
can be blown up by roadside bombs and so 
on, but there’s no doubt that what we do is 
very risky too. 

“We’re constantly being warned about the 
threat of indirect fire and from time to time 
we’ll hear the alarms going off.” 

The bikes stolen from Major Webster were 
a white Merlin Magia, blue Cannondale 
Rush and black-and-white Ridley Damocles.

Turner’s key role 

THE arts world has a big role to play in Kent’s 
economic recovery, says the director of the new 
Turner Contemporary gallery in Margate. 

Victoria Pomery believes 2011 is a key year 
for attracting new visitors to the county and is 
calling on businesses to ensure they benefit. 

Ms Pomery said: “The gallery is going to ben¬ 
efit everyone - regionally, nationally and inter¬ 
nationally - and we feel confident of attracting 
156,000 visitors a year. It will support the 
regeneration of Margate and play a key role in 
the recovery of the local economy.” 

Turner Contemporary opens on April 16. 

■ A PUBLIC inquiry into Lydd airport’s expan¬ 
sion plans has been opened and adjourned. 
Site visits will be carried out before discussions 
resume on Tuesday. 

The £25 million proposal aims to create a 
regional passenger airport and includes a new ter¬ 
minal and 300-metre runway extension. 

Plans were approved by Shepway council in 
March, 2010, but opposition on environmental 
grounds led the Government to order an inquiry. 

Supporters say it will bring huge economic ben¬ 
efits and jobs. But there were more than 12,000 
objections to the application, claiming the plans 
would damage important wildlife habitats at 
Dungeness. A decision is expected in late 2011.

SCREEN HIT: But TV’s Big Fat 



IT BECAME cult viewing for millions, giving a 
glimpse into the secretive world of gypsy and 
traveller life. 

But as Channel 4’s Big Fat Gypsy Weddings 
came to an end on Tuesday, traveller and gypsy 
communities across Kent said they had been left 
to pick up the pieces of their tattered reputation. 

Chairman of the Gypsy Council, Joe Jones, 
who lives in Canterbury, said the series had 
belittled them and created animosity between 
Romany gypsies and Irish travellers, where 
some felt a minority had misrepresented the 
two groups. 

“What Channel 4 claimed was a documentary 
showed extremes of gypsy and traveller life. It 
wasn’t realistic, it was based on stereotypes,” he 
said. “Channel 4 has belittled us and made us a 
mockery. I’ve spoken to gypsies across the 
country who are disgusted with the programme. 

“There are gypsy and traveller children at 
school who are feeling animosity from people 
who watched it.” 

About 15,000 gypsies and travellers live in the 
county, many in houses and others in caravans 
on the 17 council-run sites across Kent. 


The population comprises mainly English 
Romany gypsies, some Irish travellers and a 
small number of Scottish and Welsh travellers. 

Mr Jones claimed Channel 4 cherry-picked 
rich gypsies and travellers from across the 
country who could afford extravagant weddings 
to ensure compulsive viewing. 

“Gypsies’ weddings are a lot more low-key - 
what they showed were the extremes,” he said. 

He also claimed producers were selective in 
what they chose to show, leaving out true rep¬ 
resentations of gypsy and traveller life. 

Big Fat Gypsy Weddings - which Mr Jones 
said should have included the word traveller in 
the title - attracted about eight million viewers. 

Channel 4 defended the show, saying: “The 
series features a mix of Irish travellers and 
Romany gypsies and the programme makes a 
clear distinction between these groups. 

“The series is an observational documentary 
and made predominantly from the perspective 
of gypsies and travellers talking about their own 
experiences. We intentionally avoided many 
commonly held stereotypes and attempted to 
provide a balanced view.” 
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High salary votes ‘smokescreen’

A LEADING Labour politician has branded 
Coalition proposals to make councils vote on 
their highest salaries a “smokescreen” for 
their “bonkers” cuts, writes Florence 
Tennent. 

Caroline Flint, shadow minister for commu¬ 
nities and local government, made the com¬ 
ments while attending an open policy review 
session at the Sunlight Centre, Gillingham, on 
Wednesday. 

She said: “For Eric Pickles to try to suggest 
that somehow dealing with the senior pay in 
councils will prevent some of the cuts to 
frontline services, I think that’s a complete 
smokescreen for the massive cuts councils 
are trying to find. 

“That’s the main debate and while we 
should deal with out-of-hand senior pay, don’t 
let it distract you from what is being asked of 
local government. Even if you got rid of all sen¬ 
ior managers it wouldn’t dent the size of the 
cuts they must make. 

“It’s nothing compared with the billions coun¬ 


cils are being forced to find in the next few years.” 

Communities minister Mr Pickles this week 
announced that council salaries of more than 
£100,000 will have to be agreed in an open ses¬ 
sion of the full council. 

He said: “Councils need to make sure they 
don’t sully their reputation by taking decisions 
behind closed doors to reward chief executives 
when they should be focusing on protecting 
frontline services.” 

Cllr Paul Godwin, Medway Council’s Labour 
opposition leader, was also at the policy focus 
group. He said: “It’s a gimmick that’s going to 
affect three people in Medway: the chief exec¬ 
utive and two other directors. It’s a public 
image issue based on a tiny amount.” 

Medway Council revealed on Tuesday how it 
plans to find savings of nearly £30 million over 
the next two years, with 150 jobs set to go. 

Cllr Godwin said: “The cuts are too deep and 
too fast. We don’t think they’re tackling things 
which are less important to people, they’ve 
gone straight for the jugular.” 


A FORMER soldier has been found guilty 
of trying to murder his pregnant wife by 
booby-trapping her car with a grenade. 

Nicholas Fabian, 33, pictured, 
denied attempted murder and 
causing an explosion likely to 
endanger life, but a jury returned a 
guilty verdict at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Thursday. 

Victoria Fabian suffered serious leg injuries in 
the explosion at their home in Vigo, near 
Gravesend, in March, 2010. 

Her eight-year-old son, who was also in the car, 
and her unborn child were unharmed. 

The court heard Fabian, who was having an 
affair with a female work colleague, had booby- 
trapped his wife’s car. 

The reservist soldier, due to be posted to 
Afghanistan later that month, stole a grenade 
while undergoing Army training in north 
Yorkshire. It was set to explode once the car 
moved away. 

Fabian told the court he did not plant the gren¬ 
ade and insisted he tried to save his wife’s life. 

Mrs Fabian remained in hospital for two months 
after the explosion before giving birth to a boy. 
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County Hall agrees 
£95m budget cuts 
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Fears for services as 1.500 jobs to be axed

KENT County Council has 
approved a £95 million savings 
plan that could result in the loss 
of up to 1,500 jobs over the next 
three to four years. 

A 10 per cent cut in the amount of cash it 
receives from the Government has left the 
authority with a financial 
mountain to climb, with crit¬ 
ics predicting a rapid decline 
in the level of service current¬ 
ly provided. 

The KCC budget for 2011- 
12 was signed off by the full 
council on Thursday, when it 
was also confirmed that coun¬ 
cil tax will be frozen for a year. 

Cabinet members have 
warned that the authority 
will have to make efficiency 
savings of £3 8m from having 
fewer staff, and that policy 
changes - such as cutting the 
amount spent on the 
Connexions service for young 
people - will save an addition¬ 
al £36m. 

The council also plans to 
increase social care charges, slash £2.6m 
funding for children’s centres, and double 
the price of the popular Freedom Pass trav¬ 
el scheme for most young people from £50 
to £100. 

However, a brief respite has been granted 
to users of “uneconomic” bus routes who 
learned that funding will continue until the 
end of 2011. 

Labour group leader Cllr Leslie Christie 
said: “The Conservative group is behaving 
irrationally while failing to protect the peo¬ 
ple of Kent from the worst excesses of the 
Tory-led Government. 

“On the one hand it proposes to set up a 
new fund of £5m just to support the 
Government’s aspirations for the so-called 
Big Society, while simultaneously taking

money from children and the elderly. 

“This is the Kent Tories’ idea of the Big 
Society - to spend millions to support 
David Cameron’s woolly dreams while 
threatening our children’s life chances and 
denying choice to the elderly.” 

Despite the huge savings KCC still plans 
to spend £772m over the next three years, 
including £173m on roads and £296m on 
schools. This year it will pump an extra 
£6m into children’s social services and £9m 
into elderly and adult social care. 

Lib Dem group leader Cllr 
Trudy Dean criticised the 
level of detail in the budget. 

“There are many sections 
we don’t know anything 
about,” she said. “There will 
be lots of reviews of various 
services but we’re not being 
told for what purpose. 

“Are we talking about clos¬ 
ing youth centres or cutting 
funding for voluntary organi¬ 
sations? We don’t know. Does 
the cabinet know? Either way, 
we are being kept in the dark. 

“But it’s clear the people 
being hit hardest are our 
staff. Our staff are as impor¬ 
tant as Pfizer’s so it’s impor¬ 
tant we say goodbye to them 
properly.” 

The budget was approved on Thursday 
following several hours of debate, with 55 
voting in favour and just nine against. One 
councillor abstained. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “Staff 
reductions are not easy for any of us and we 
will do all we can to reduce compulsory 
redundancies as far as possible. 

“The pound in all our pockets is shrinking 
but we have to look at the big picture - 
£95m and £65m over the next two 
years has to be found in these difficult 
and challenging times, and this council 
is doing its best to restore the country’s 
public finances.”

CHILDREN’S books become 
embedded in our common culture 
if they are successful. 

Mr Men, The Cat In The Hat, Where The 
Wild Things Are, all have been passed down 
the generations. But creating something 
with such broad appeal is no easy trick. 

Genevieve Webster, 45, is one of the brains 
behind Rastamouse, a streetwise skate¬ 
boarding, reggae-playing rodent. 

She created the character in 2002 with 
Michael de Souza, a swimming instructor 
who is a Rastafarian. 

The former Folkestone Grammar girl said: 
“Michael was teaching swimming to kids 
and he was using rhyme. I had always been 
impressed with the poetry. It was just a nat¬ 
ural progression that we worked in rhyme 
when it came to doing the books.” 

The duo decided to self-publish so they 
could have more control. They set up Little 
Roots publishing, to avoid dealing with big 
publishing houses. 

Genevieve said: “Using rhyme is quite 
unusual for children’s publishing these days. 
Publishers don’t want rhyming books 
because they’re hard to translate for other 
languages. We never set out to do something 
massively commercial. We just thought there 
was a gap in the market because there were 
no black animal characters in children’s 
literature.” 

Rastamouse is joined by his two 
friends, Zoomer and Scratchy. 

The books have been acclaimed 
for their contemporary charac¬ 
ters and language which 
encourages children to read. 

Genevieve said: “They are 
drawn from everyday life. 

For example, Zoom is a bit 
like my daughter, who was 
rushing around at that time. 

“Both Michael and I had 
done a lot of work with chil¬ 
dren. We knew we could talk 
to them without being patro¬ 
nising. There still has to be a 
good meaty story. Some chil¬ 
dren’s books you never want to 
pick up again once you have read 
them the first time. 

“There’s also a rap element which 
helps attract boys and makes them 
want to read.” 

Three books have been published so far 
and the stories were read on Jackanory by 
Lenny Henry, adding to their success. 

Genevieve said: “Every language has its 
own rhythms. The Caribbean way of speak¬ 
ing is full of warmth. It’s also fun for parents. 
I want them to enjoy reading it, too.”

Genevieve grew up 
in Kent. After leaving 
school she studied art 
in Canterbury before 
making her name as 
an illustrator and 
author. 

“I love going back to 
my roots to visit fami¬ 
ly, but I was always 
attracted to London. 
It’s so diverse and peo¬ 
ple just accept that’s the 
way it is. Canterbury 
wasn’t like that when I was 
younger, although that is 
changing,” she said. 

The success of the books 
inevitably led to interest from television, 
but the creators waited until they felt the 
time was right before transferring to the 
small screen. 

“We were approached by big animation 
companies from the start, but they didn’t 
seem right. Because we had grown the char¬ 


acters ourselves we knew what we wanted.” 

Now 52 episodes have been created for 
CBeebies and the characters are reaching a 
huge new audience. 

Genevieve said: “Three Stones Media came 
along and they got the whole concept right 
from the start. We wanted to do stop frame 
animation and we wanted to give it to people 
we trusted. 

“On the day I went along to see the first 
puppet I was speechless. I was amazed how 
they had taken something from two dimen¬ 
sions and turned into something in three 
and still kept the spirit of the character.” 

A team of writers was brought together, 
but Genevieve edited the scripts to ensure 
they captured the original feel. 

She said: “It’s been a fascinating process 
transforming it for television, using more 
dialogue and telling the stories in a different 
visual way.” 

Now it seems all the early hard work and 
belief has paid off. She said: “Self-publishing 
is a lot of work but we wanted to do it prop¬ 
erly. We invested our own money for the first 


book. You have to be up for the hard slog, but 
it is more satisfying because we now have all 
the rights and it makes dealing with things 
a lot simpler.” 

A new book will soon be in the pipeline, 
although most children will now first get to 
know Rastamouse on the TV screen. 

Genevieve said: “I’m not against new 
media - it’s important not to be snobbish 
about how a story is told - but the other day 
my daughter said to me just how much she 
loved reading a book and going to bed with¬ 
out a headache after looking at a screen. 

“The great thing about writing for children 
is they will follow you, however weird and 
wonderful the story and the characters. 

“I didn’t think: how will this work for chil¬ 
dren? It’s more about me drawing the char¬ 
acter and developing it. It’s a happy accident 
that it also works for a younger audience. 

“This has all happened at the right speed 
and right time. If we’d done TV after the first 
book I wouldn’t have known the characters 
well enough.”

SHEPWAY has seen the 
biggest number of new vot¬ 
ers in the country register¬ 
ing to make their voice 
heard at the ballot box. 

The coastal area of Folkestone, 
Hythe, Dymchurch and Romney, saw 
a 9.2 per cent rise between 2009 and 
2010, compared to the 1.5 per cent 
increase seen across the UK. 

Thanet District Council also saw a 
boost, with an extra 4.3 per cent join¬ 
ing the electoral roll. 

Data experts from marketing com¬ 
pany Equifax, which drew up a 
report on electoral roll statistics, said 
although it reflected the fact there 
was an election in 2010, it also indi¬ 
cated renewed political engagement. 

Shepway District Council put the 
increase down to the hard work and 
door-stepping of the authority’s staff 
as part of a campaign ensuring 
households were signed up to vote. 

More than 94 per cent of all homes 
in the area completed electoral appli¬ 
cation forms, with 81,143 people now 
registered. 

Tory MP Damian Collins was voted 
in at the general election, replacing 
former Conservative leader Michael 
Howard, who stood down as MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe. 

In Thanet, Labour MP Steve 
Ladyman lost his South Thanet seat 
to Tory Laura Sandys, and senior 
backbench Conservative MP Roger 
Gale held the Isle’s north seat. 

External affairs director for Equifax, 
Neil Munroe, said the sharp increase 
in registrations was undoubtedly due 
to the general election, but also the 
public’s desire for a voice.

“It is certainly a good sign for 
democracy in the wake of the new 
political landscape,” he said. 

“The increase could also be good 
news for local government, with 
more than 80 per cent of councils see¬ 
ing an increase in their registered 
electorate for the coming year. 

“With more voters registered, this 
could help them obtain a bigger share 
of budgets from central Government 
in the next financial year.” 

Shepway council leader Cllr Robert 
Bliss said: “It’s not just about voting. 
When your name is on the electoral 
roll, it helps with things like mort¬ 
gages and credit ratings, so it’s 
important to make sure you are 
included.” 

While Shepway and Thanet topped 
the list, others in Kent saw a decline 
in registered electorate.

AN ICON of 1960s pop music is 
campaigning to make a broadcast¬ 
ing comeback.

The former pirate radio station which broad¬ 
cast from a ship, currently plays via the inter¬ 
net and digital TV from studios in Strood. 

Chatham and Aylesford MP Tracey Crouch 
has now backed a campaign to grant the sta¬ 
tion a medium wave licence. 

She said: “I have a huge affection, as do 
many of its listeners, for Radio Caroline. 

“My dad was a keen listener and amateur 
disc jockey, so it’s something I’ve grown up 
with. The station is one of the most well- 
known in the world, it’s a cornerstone 
of British radio history, and unbe¬ 
lievably will celebrate its 50th 
birthday in 2014. 

“However, it has been denied 
an opportunity to secure a MW 
frequency so that listeners can 
enjoy the station in transit, 
rather than via the internet or 
through Sky TV.” 

Thanet Tory MP Roger Gale 
was a DJ on the station before 
he entered the world of politics. 

Miss Crouch presented ai 
Early Day Motion in Parliament 
calling on Ofcom to allow special dis¬ 
pensation for Radio Caroline to broad¬ 
cast in the South East on medium wave. 

So far, it has been backed by 52 other MPs. 

Radio Caroline first publicly broadcast 
on Easter Sunday in 1964, and its glory 
days lasted until August 1967, when the

A FORMER firefighter who was jailed in 
Portugal for football hooliganism during 
the Euro 2004 Championship will be 
allowed to return to Britain to serve the 
remainder of his sentence.

Radio Caroline ready 
to rock the boat again 


Marine Broadcasting Offences Act was passed. 

The story of the pirate station was the inspi¬ 
ration for the hit Richard Curtis movie The 
Boat That Rocked, starring Rhys Ifans. 

Peter Moore, current station manager of 
Radio Caroline, told the BBC: “We didn’t go 
and put a radio station on a boat 
because we particularly liked 
boats. We put a radio station on 
a boat because it was, at that 
time, the only way of having a 
commercial music radio 
station.” 

Radio Caroline contin¬ 
ued to broadcast follow¬ 
ing the Marine Broad¬ 
casting Offences Act, 
although many other 
pirate radio stations left 
the airwaves. 

But Radio Caroline suf¬ 
fered financial problems 
when backers pulled out, and 
March 1968, two tugs 
approached the radio ship, cut the 
anchors and towed her to the Netherlands 
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to be impounded for an outstanding debt. 

Radio Caroline is now broadcast legally 
online and via satellite and the station. 

Former Radio Caroline DJ, Roger Day, now a 
presenter on BBC Radio Kent said: “There’s a 
bit of the rebel in all of us and Caroline always 
has had that rebel image, it’s never shaken it. 

“I guess everyone likes to be a bit anti-estab¬ 
lishment and even if it’s given a legal licence, 
there will still be a bit of naughtiness about lis¬ 
tening to Radio Caroline as there always was.”

RAIL bosses will fit de-icing 
equipment to passenger trains 
to tackle the cold snap chaos on 
Kent’s transport system, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

Network Rail said the move would 
improve problems seen when the conductor 
rail used on the county’s lines freezes and 
brings services grinding to a halt. 

There are 20 purpose-built de-icing trains 
which run along the network at night, spray¬ 
ing de-icer on the tracks. 

A Network Rail spokesman said if pas¬ 
senger trains were fitted with the equip¬ 
ment, a greater area would be covered. 

“The conductor - or third - rail does 
struggle during very cold conditions and we 
need to continue to make it more resilient,” 
he said. 

“We’re working with Southeastern on 
increasing resources to improve services.” 

Plans were revealed following a succes¬ 
sion of meetings in Parliament to discuss 
problems with the rail service during the 
winter months. 

Failings 

Network Rail bosses admitted at a meet¬ 
ing with MPs they were “not proud” of the 
catalogue of failings seen by Kent’s long- 
suffering train commuters. 

In December, hundreds of passengers 
were left stranded on freezing platforms 
and trains with little communication or 
information from operator Southeastern. 

The disruption came just weeks before 
Southeastern introduced a massive 
increase in fares, where season ticket prices 
on some Kent routes rose by as much as 
12.8 per cent. 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale, who has 
been campaigning for better services and 
lower fare increases in east Kent, chaired 
last week’s discussions with Network Rail, 
which were arranged by Maidstone MP 
Helen Grant.

Mr Gale said the group of Kent MPs appre¬ 
ciated the open manner in which Network 
Rail, which owns Britain’s rail infrastruc¬ 
ture, explained the difficulties it faced and 
the measures being taken to mitigate further 
disruption. 

“We note that while Network Rail has paid 
compensation to Southeastern, 
Southeastern has yet to make any gesture of 
compensation to commuters, who have paid 
high fares for a very poor service. 

“It is also clear that considerable further 
investment will be needed from the 
Department for Transport to pay for some of 
the necessary improvements. 

“Kent members are taking this up with the 
Secretary of State for Transport and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer.” 

Dave Ward, Kent route director for 
Network Rail, explained how changed soft¬ 
ware systems, the use of anti-icing trains 
running in service, and selective conductor 


rail heating, among other changes, would 
lead to an improved winter performance in 
the future. 

MP for Sittingboume and Sheppey Gordon 
Henderson, who also attended the meeting, 
said Mr Ward explained the weaknesses of 
the existing communications system and 
how he hoped the introduction of a 
‘Passenger Information During Disruption 
System’ would create improvements. 

But Mr Henderson said it was clear to MPs 
the existing computer programme remained 
unsatisfactory. 

“My colleagues and I wanted to highlight to 
Network Rail the frustrations being experi¬ 
enced by rail users in the area, particularly 
those, like my own constituents, who use the 
Kent coast line,” he said. 

Maidstone MP Helen Grant said she was 
heartened by Network Rail’s proposals for 
improvement, although she admitted there 
was still a long way to go.

‘just an option’ 


COUNTY Hall’s new roads 
chief has admitted he is 
opposed to one of his party’s 
flagship transport policies, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, highways and waste, Cllr 
Bryan Sweetland, said before 
accepting the position he met Tory 
leader Cllr Paul Carter to discuss 
his opposition to plans for a third 
Thames crossing. 

The proposals, which are outlined 
in Kent County Council’s landmark 
Growth Without Gridlock strategy, 
would see a tunnel built between 
the east of Gravesend and Chadwell 
in Essex, to ease pressure on the 
Dartford bridge and tunnel. 

The plan has come up against 
mass opposition, including Grave- 
sham Borough Council, for which 
Cllr Sweetland is a member. 

The former telecommunication 
manager also represents Grave- 
sham East on Kent County Council. 

He said: “I’m a local councillor for 
Gravesham, and the priority for me 
is representing the residents. 

“It’s not in their best interests to 
have a third Thames crossing close 
to their homes. 

“What KCC has expressed is a 
preferred option. It’s not something 
I particularly agree with, but it’s 
only one option at this moment. 

“I do think we’re still a way off this 
- there’s a long way to go yet.” 

He added: “I spoke to Paul Carter 
before I accepted the post and said 
my first priority was the people I 
represent.” 

Cllr Carter says a Thames cross¬ 
ing at Gravesham East is KCC’s 
preferred option.

He called the plan a “no-brainer”. 

Gravesham council leader Mike 
Snelling said the proposal would see 
marshland and countiyside of inter¬ 
national scientific importance sacri¬ 
ficed, and rural life threatened. 

“No-one doubts the need for extra 
capacity, but it is obvious that 
increasing capacity at Dartford and 
getting rid of toll booths would not 
only be cheaper, but also could begin 
to ease congestion infinitely quick¬ 
er,” he added. 

Cllr Sweetland said he was 
pleased to be joining the cabinet at 
such an exciting time, with the 
recent launch of the Growth 


Without Gridlock report, which sets 
out transport regeneration plans 
over the next two decades. 

“This is a good document looking 
at providing a high level strategy for 
Kent for the next 20 years,” he said. 

“It doesn’t just look at the prob¬ 
lems, but offers solutions and looks 
at funding. We need to have a good 
local infrastructure, such as a better 
use of Manston Airport and a park¬ 
way station, which could help with 
the future use of the Pfizer site. 

“If we’ve got a good infrastructure 
we’re more likely to be successful in 
encouraging firms to locate in Kent.” 

Cllr Sweetland, who joined KCC 
in June 2009, was a senior manager 
in the telecommunication industry, 
working for companies such as BT 
and Verizon, for more than 30 years. 

With extensive business experi¬ 
ence in the UK and internationally, 
he held KCC’s portfolio for commer¬ 
cial services and business from May, 
2007, to February, 2009. 

Under the restructuring taking 
place in April at KCC, environment, 
highways and waste will be man¬ 
aged by the new enterprise and 
environment department. 

Asked whether his commercial 
acumen was the reason behind his 
appointment, he said: “I think my 
background was a factor.”

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Le gal fight begins over frozen Icelandic millions

LAWYERS representing Kent 
County Council have finally 
started a courtroom battle to 
recoup some of the £50 million 
frozen in Icelandic banks. 

The authority has so far only recovered a 
fraction of the money it had tied up in 
Iceland’s banking system, which collapsed 
in September, 2008, creating huge problems 
for investors throughout Europe. 

So far, KCC has received £9.1m back from 
the UK-based Heritable Bank, which owes 
a total of £18m, but nothing of the remain¬ 
ing £17m placed with Landsbanki, or £15m 
with Glitnir. 

The court case, which started in Iceland 
last week, is to decide whether councils 
should be considered as preferential credi¬ 
tors when it comes to distributing the 
assets of Landsbanki. A similar case taken

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‘Households on 
brink’ warning 

HOUSING charity Shelter says new figures 
show 135 households in Gravesham are on 
the brink of losing their homes. 

The Ministry of Justice statistics show the 
number of local homeowners and tenants at 
risk of repossession or eviction has increased 
by 42 per cent from the previous quarter. 

The charity has launched a campaign to 
Save the Housing Safety Net and is calling 
on people in Gravesham to sign a petition 
urging MPs to stop changes going through 
Parliament it claims will reduce protection 
for those whose homes are under threat. 

Shelter chief executive Campbell Robb 
said: “It’s a sign of the tough times we’re in 
that every two minutes someone faces losing 
their home.

“I hope people in Gravesham will sign our 
petition to urge the Government to think 
again about the impact of these changes on 
those who may need temporary support to 
stay afloat in the months ahead.”

Viaduct joint 
works aim to 
cut road noise 

A NEW noise reduction technique is 
being tested at the Littledale viaduct 
on the A2, near Dartford. 

A new expansion joint, which has 
not previously been used in the UK, is 
being fitted in a bid to reduce noise 
from the viaduct. 

Expansion joints allow bridges and 
viaducts to safely expand and con¬ 
tract when temperatures fluctuate. 

Highways Agency project manager 
John Martin said: “Residents have 
been affected by the ‘thud’ of the joints 
as heavy vehicles travel over them. 

“The new joints provide a running 
surface similar to the existing road, 
and will, we believe, reduce the noise 
from passing vehicles.” 

The joint replacement will take 
place in two phases between 
Saturday, February 26, and Sunday, 
March 13.

Not enough money 
for dementia care

RESPITE for carers and demen¬ 
tia patients is being put under 
threat, as budget cuts take their 
toll on support groups. 

At the launch of two new support groups, 
the Alzheimer’s Society warned it is not 
able to provide the level of care and support 
it would like, due to economic restraints. 

The new groups, in Canterbury and 
Dover, come as the Alzheimer’s Society 
released a report saying there are 17,000 
people in Kent with dementia - and that 
number is expected to reach 24,000 by 
2021. 

Alzheimer’s Society Kent manager, Tina 
Stirling, said: “We need more funding, and 
we are always looking to open up more 
avenues for funding. 

“Our partners in health and social care 
recognise the benefits of the support groups 
and are keen for us to open more, but they 
need funding and there isn’t any.” 

A report published this month found 50 
per cent of carers in the South East said the 
person they looked after with dementia was 
not receiving sufficient care and support. 

Now a dementia cafe and peer support 
groups have been unveiled, to help ensure 
patients and carers receive the support and 
the care they require. 

The Dementia Cafe in Canterbury is an 
opportunity for sufferers and their carers to

learn more about the condition and to 
share their experiences, while also meeting 
new people, while the peer support group in 
Dover is for people in the early stages of 
dementia to gain support and information. 

Mrs Stirling said: “Dementia cafes and 
peer support groups are fantastic places to 
relax, meet new people and learn more 
about dementia. 

“The number of people with dementia in 
Kent is rising rapidly so it’s vital that good 
quality services are in place. 

“Dementia can happen to anyone and 
there is currently no cure. But with the 
right support, people can live well with 
dementia throughout the condition.” 

An additional dementia cafe is due to 
open in Whitstable in March, while anoth¬ 
er peer support group will welcome demen¬ 
tia sufferers in Tenterden later this month. 
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Call for TV 
ban in kids’ 
bedrooms

FLOELLA Benjamin has called 
for children to be banned from 
having television sets in their 
bedrooms. 

The former Play School and Play Away 
presenter, now Baroness Benjamin of 
Beckenham, urged ministers to wake up to 
a “crisis in children’s programming” during 
a debate in the House 
of Lords. 

She said that while 
the programmes she 
hosted in the 1970s 
had the well-being of 
their viewers at 
heart, many today 
were instead being 
used as a replace¬ 
ment for parenting. 

“Programmes like 
these should be 
banned,” she said. 

“In fact, I would 
ban all television and computers in chil¬ 
dren’s bedrooms.” 

Born in Trinidad, the 61-year-old Lib 
Dem moved to England with her family at 
the age of 10, and arrived in Penge, 
Bromley, before settling in Beckenham. 

One of three new peers appointed last 
June, Baroness Benjamin told the House of 
Lords that appropriate children’s television 
was beneficial to childhood development. 

“It can improve attention, expressive lan¬ 
guage, comprehension, articulation and 
general knowledge, as well as social inter¬ 
action and life skills,” she said. “I urge the 
Government and broadcasters to wake up 
to the crisis in the production and quality of 
public service broadcasting for children. 

“I ask the Government to find creative 
ways of funding to maintain the traditional 
well-made British pre-school programmes.” 

Benjamin was awarded an OBE for serv¬ 
ices to broadcasting in 2001, and has also 
served as chairman of Bafta.

Funeral costs 
on the increase 

UNDERTAKERS are concerned that griev¬ 
ing families will struggle to cope with 
planned increases in the costs of funerals in 
Medway. 

Medway Council plans to raise prices by 
up to 20 per cent, with the average cost of a 
ceremony up by eight per cent, to about 
£1,600. 

The authority also wants to increase the 
cost of natural burials by 28 per cent, and 
the cost providing crosses to mark people's 
graves by about 50 per cent. 

Undertaker John Weir told the BBC 
many families may have to seek financial 
assistance to pay for funerals. 

A Medway Council spokesman said the 
move was a result of Government cuts.

‘Volunteers are the Big 
Society, but their work 
is threatened by cuts’ 


VOLUNTARY groups in 
Kent believe Government 
spending cuts are under¬ 
mining David Cameron’s 
Big Society vision, writes 
Steve Knight. 

The Prime Minister said last week 
that it was his “mission” to make the 
initiative succeed, just days after 
the outgoing head of the Com¬ 
munity Service Volunteers - Dame 
Elisabeth Hoodless - said the “mas¬ 
sive” council cuts would make it 
harder for people to do more. 

John Guy of Hands & Gillingham 
Volunteer Centre is one of many 
third-sector workers to have backed 
Dame Elisabeth’s comments. 

He said: “As far as we’re con¬ 
cerned the Big Society already 
exists - it’s not a dream. But the 
Government has completely misun¬ 
derstood what volunteering is all 
about and is getting it mixed up 
with social enterprise, which is 
when people want to get something 
off the ground locally. 

“If the Government is reducing its 
funding to local authorities and 


there is less money for voluntary 
groups to take up the slack, then I 
can’t help but feel the whole concept 
is doomed to failure. 

“The voluntary sector is already 
delivering, so it’s crazy to make it 
even more difficult for us to do what 
we’re doing successfully.” 

The Government says it will be 
investing £470 million in charities 
and voluntary groups over the next 
four years to give them indep¬ 
endence from state money. 

And Cabinet Office minister 
Francis Maude says there will be a 
£100m transition fund within 
months to help charities hit by cuts. 

However, the news has done little 
to ease volunteers’ fears. 

“We are very concerned and still 
waiting to hear to what extent the 
cuts will affect organisations like 
us,” said Barbara Williams, manag¬ 
er of Volunteer Centre Tonbridge. 

“On the one hand there is a great 
expectation for people to contribute 
more, but on the other hand the 
agencies that exist to support the 
voluntary sector are having to find 
other ways to carry on. 

“Everyone knows about the chari¬ 


ty shops in the high street but there 
are a lot of 
other charities 
that rely on 
organisations 
like us to pro¬ 
vide people to 
work in the 
office, make tea 
and so on.” 

Meanwhile, 
the CSV has 
won a Big 
Lottery Fund 
grant of more 
than £220,000 
to engage older 
people living in 
residential care 
homes across 
Kent and 
Medway. 

The project 
will work across 
100 establish¬ 
ments in the 
county with the 
aim of increasing mental stimula¬ 
tion among the participants while 
helping to forge inter-generational 
links with the community.

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Fourth pay freeze 
prompts strike ballot 
for Post Office clerks

POST Office clerks are being 
asked to go on strike in a row 
over pay, job security and 
the future of the service. 

About 150 counter staff in Kent 

- all members of the Comm- | 
unication Workers Union (CWU) 

- have been sent ballot papers, 
after being denied a pay rise for the 
fourth year running. 

The union says this is despite increased 
profits at Post Office Ltd (POL) of £72 million 
last year, with managers winning a 2.25 per 
cent raise and directors an extra 21 per cent 
in pay and benefits. 

There are now concerns the firm may be 
considering asking its clerks, who earn about 
£19,000 on average, to take pay cuts of up to 
30 per cent to put them in line with staff in 
privately run sub-post offices or franchises 
(non-Crown Post Offices). 

“POL is showing callous indifference to the 
work and living standards of hard-working 
counter staff, while at the same time increas¬ 
ing pay for managers and directors,” said 
CWU representative for Kent, Mole Meade. 

“It’s double standards and fat cat econom¬ 
ics in the extreme. 

“This is particularly hard for staff in Kent, 


where living costs are higher than in the rest 
of the country. 

“POL is being deliberately provocative by 
saying our members are overpaid, compared 
with staff in privately-run sub-post offices 
and franchises. The reality is that these 
workers are disgracefully exploited, 
^ with pay rates barely above mini¬ 
mum wage.” 

i The Kent counter staff are 
I among 4,000 CWU members 
r nationwide who have until 
March 4 to vote for or against 
w industrial action. 

Should the majority register a ‘yes’ 
vote, they will have 28 days in which they 
can legally go on strike, subject to seven days’ 
notice being given. 

In the meantime the CWU has written to 
Moya Greene - chief executive of the Post 
Office’s parent company Royal Mail - mak¬ 
ing it clear the union remains open for talks. 

Post Office managing director Paula 
Vermeils is urging the CWU to withdraw its 
ballot notification. 

She said: “The Crown Post Office network 
is losing £55m a year, and we regret the fact 
the CWU is unwilling to engage in a con¬ 
structive dialogue. 

‘We know having no pay increase is a very 
difficult message for our staff. The unfortu¬ 
nate reality, however, is that the Crown Post 
Office network is loss-making. Industrial 
action will only harm our customers.”

BACK TO THE ISLE’S FUTURE 


Pro-Thanet campaigner JOAN GODDARD calls for an updated return to the 
isle’s British Riviera tourism heyday, not more airport-driven industrial fantasising

HAT to do about 
Thanet? This thought is 
uppermost in people’s 
minds, with devastating 
Government cuts loom¬ 
ing and the closure of Pfizer. 

Perhaps we can learn that it doesn’t pay to put 
all your eggs in one basket, although local politi¬ 
cians seem hell-bent on doing this again by bleat¬ 
ing on about Manston at every opportunity. 

When was the Isle of Thanet most success¬ 
ful? Everyone knows it was in the 1950s 
and ’60s, when we were the British 
Riviera. Affluent from the proceeds of 
holidaymakers and living in an area 
of fun and optimism, surrounded by 
excellent facilities, rural heritage, 
world-class beaches, walks, cycling 
and wildlife, not to mention the 
special nature of the architecture 
in our coastal towns. I used to hol¬ 
iday here myself in those days, lov¬ 
ing the laid-back life of its people. 

What is the nature of our decline? 

Undoubtedly, disastrous manage 
ment from successive councils over 
many years, plus a lack of pride in a 
once-great area, their inability to think lat¬ 
erally and invest in trends, together with the 
advent of cheap holidays abroad. 

We now have an area with high benefit depend¬ 
ency, a large population who cannot speak 
English and serial non-jobseekers. How many 
empty homes and office buildings do we have dot¬ 
ted around? And what is the chance of these being 
used in future? We’re still blessed with our her¬ 
itage. We have architecture to rival Brighton’s 
Lanes, the sea defences and cliffs provide miles of 
invigorating walking and cycling, and we are close 
to London, with good railway stations at 
Ramsgate, Broadstairs and Margate. 

Thanet is rich indeed. As families cannot afford 
to go abroad due to the downturn, we have a small 
window of opportunity and should be preparing 
for a revival. Dreamland should be a priority for 
London day-trippers in particular. Until Thanet 
Distict Council and the leader of Kent County 
Council decide whether we are to be industri¬ 



alised or a tourist destination, we have no hope of 
either. Instead, with regular monotony, we have 
the virtues of a failing Manston airport thrust 
upon us. What a joke. 

David Foley, chief executive of Thanet and East 
Kent Chamber of Commerce, even saw fit to say 
on television that “we know an airport produces 
1,000 jobs per million passengers”. 

What a foolhardy and cruel statement that is, 
suggesting a promise for what is not there. 

To have a world-class airport on our doorstep 
(which Manston is not) will mean destroying 
everything that would attract real tourism jobs to 
Thanet and for very few local opportunities. 
Passengers would simply be passing 
through and, regardless of what any 
inept politician may tell you, they will 
not be spending their money in 
Thanet. 

Why are we not aiming high? 
Why are we not taking advantage 
of a rare window of opportunity - 
people taking short breaks here 
instead of holidays abroad? Why 
are we not seeking a real job 
provider such as Alton Towers, which 
provides 1,200 jobs throughout the 
year and another 900-plus between 
March and the end of September? These 
are real, quantifiable jobs. 

If Manston was turned over to such an enter¬ 
prise, it would not only bring a welcome boost and 
self-esteem, but small businesses would thrive on 
the back of it. An arts and crafts centre to comple¬ 
ment the Turner Contemporary could nestle on 
the outskirts of the site. Themed cooking, paint¬ 
ing, pottery holidays and so on are very popular, 
especially with older people. 

Thanet could be buzzing again, an updated and 
upmarket version of what it once did so well. A 
place to take pride in. But no. 

We are at the mercy of frightened, blinkered and 
financially inept politicians, who peddle industrial¬ 
isation as the only way. We need leaders with fore¬ 
sight, proud of what Thanet was and can be again. 

Economists believe it is more sustainable for 50 
small businesses to provide 100 jobs each than to 
promise 5,000 jobs from just one company. 

Perhaps it is time for Thanet council and KCC 
to learn from the past and to build on the virtues 
we have.

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Age-old problem is 
the same for us all 

OLDER members of society can be forgiv¬ 
en for feeling a little down in the dumps this 
weekend after the publication of two wor¬ 
rying reports. 

The first, from the Folkestone-based 
Saga organisation, reveals that over-50s 
are struggling to cope with the economic 
downturn, are cutting back on their spend¬ 
ing and may be further affected by planned 
increases in the state pension age. 

The second is from the Alzheimer’s 
Society, which warns that respite for 
dementia patients is being put under threat 
as cuts take their toll on support groups. 

Add to that Kent County Council’s con¬ 
troversial plan to sell or rebuild most of its 
care homes and it certainly appears to be 
the case that the older generation is being 
hit hard. But unless you’re a Premiership 
footballer or City banker, who isn’t strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet nowadays? 

KCC debated the 2011-12 budget on 
Thursday and it was clear that everyone in 
Kent - young and old alike - will be affect¬ 
ed in some way by the spending cuts. 

Much like Saga and the Alzheimer’s 
Society have done, there are any number 
of organisations capable of releasing 
reports showing how the people they rep¬ 
resent will be hit. 

It just goes to show that when it comes to 
dealing with the effects of the spending 
cuts, we really are all in this together.

Don’t be quick 
to judge limits 

The Green Party recently continued 
its campaign to get all Kent’s ‘resi¬ 
dential’ roads reduced to a 20mph 
limit. This is misguided and I doubt 
it has the claimed support. This fol¬ 


lows an NHS report, which is at 
odds with Department for 
Transport statistics. NHS expertise 
does not extend to knowing how 
speed limits and other road condi¬ 
tions are the causes of the injuries. 

Child casualties are bound to 
occur more on 30mph roads, 
because the majority of urban roads 
are 30mph. The national picture is 
that more people are hurt on 
20mph roads. This may be due to a 
false sense of safety and less atten¬ 
tion by non-drivers on those roads. 

The argument for 20mph limits 
near schools is also a red herring. 
The majority of child casualties 
occur not near schools but else¬ 
where. The best way to protect chil¬ 
dren is to return to thorough road 
safety training from an early age. 

The ABD is not against 20mph 
limits immediately outside schools, 
if there are good reasons based on 
accident history, but never on main 
roads and only during the hours 
needed - school start/finish times. 

For the purposes of going about 
one’s business, 20mph is just too 
slow - unnaturally so. Imposition of 
too many impractical speed limits 
is liable to bring about a more gen¬ 
eral disrespect, leading to disregard 


for all limits - including those that 
are sensible and needed. 

The Green Party chooses to 
ignore an independent report com¬ 
missioned by the AA that found 
that imposing such slow speeds 
brings about an increase in fuel 
consumption and emissions. 

Their proposal would send us 
back 80 years to 1930 - the last 
time we had a blanket 20mph limit. 

Preliminary figures from the DfT 
reveal that since 44 per cent of 
speed cameras were switched off, 
and a small increase in average 
speeds at those sites, there has 
been a 21 per cent casualty fall. So 
much for the ‘speed kills’ myth.

Nothing sacred 
about this Act 

Early in the last century non¬ 
conformists refused to pay the 
education rate because of the 
dominant position given to the 
Church of England by the 
Education Act 1902. 

Some 170 people went to 


prison. Today, church schools 
are paid for by the taxes of the 
silent secular majority with 
very little opposition. In rural 
areas there are no alternative 
primary schools and no alter¬ 
native employment for primary 
teachers. 

The Education Bill now 
before Parliament is even more 
dangerous than the 1902 Act. It 
will allow church schools to use 
admissions policies to demand 
conformity. 

It will also allow religious dis¬ 
crimination in the employment 
of teachers. 

People whose taxes pay for 
the schools could find their 
children excluded if they have 
not been baptised or they are 
not church-goers. So far there 
has been no demand for non¬ 
conformist schools. 

If church schools start to 
demand baptism as a condition 
of entry those nonconformists 
who do not practice infant bap¬ 
tism will be forced to have 
their own schools. 

There will also be demands 
for secular schools.

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NEW ERA: Ford is hoping its latest Mondeo will lead to a return of premium saloon drivers

Ford Mondeo 


MONDEO man may not have 
proved as pivotal in last year’s 
General Election as he was back in 
1997, but at least he can take solace 
in the fact that in the 13 years since, 
he has become better looking, more 
reliable and more powerful. 

He may or may not be so pleased to hear that 
he’s also become more exclusive. In the decade 
and a bit since New Labour entered power on a 
ground-swell of support from the Ford Mondeo 
driving everyman, the rep-segment staple has 
been overtaken as the vehicle of choice for 
motorway journey-men by the premium BMW 
3 Series model, with drivers buoyed by a boom¬ 
ing economy and an arguably more even distri¬ 
bution of wealth. 

A couple of years on from the hardest-hitting 
recession of a generation all of that seems a 
long time ago - and now the Ford Mondeo is 
gunning to bring some of those premium 
saloon drivers back into its fold as the age of 
austerity hits home. 

There are one or two problems, however. 
Firstly, the Mondeo had become rather expen¬ 
sive as a result of a drop in the value of sterling. 
Secondly, those drivers who have been enjoying 
the high regard, powerful performance and 
premium feel that a German marque affords 
have become somewhat accustomed to the 
trappings. 

The responses have come two-fold. Ford has 
recently restructured its price plans across the 
existing line-up of models, offering far greater 
value across its range, including the Mondeo. 


And now the Mondeo has been revised with 
the aim of offering more power, more refine¬ 
ment and a more premium feel. 

Read any review of the previous generation 
Ford Mondeo and it will tell you that it offers a 
class-leading package. Handsome good looks, a 
spacious interior, a contemporary cockpit and 
the crisp handling that’s become expected of 
Ford models were all present. 

It’s probably for the best, then, that Ford has 
concentrated its efforts resulting in a revised 
model that is at once comfortingly familiar and 
intriguingly different. 

It’s worth noting early on that the tradition¬ 
al four-door saloon model is no more in the UK 
due to lack of demand. 

From the outside, the changes are subtle but 
apparent up close. The shared front ends are 


more in keeping with the hugely popular Focus 
and S-Max models. The upper portion of the 
grille is sleeker, while the lower, trapezoidal 
portion has been made larger. 

LED running lamps are integrated into the 
fog-lamp units and, along the sides, more 
chrome around the windows of the upper trim 
level models highlights the sleek window line 
and gives a greater impression of quality. 

The same affect is mostly achieved inside, 
with revisions to details such as the door-panel 
design giving a more upmarket and design¬ 
conscious feel. The centre console boasts a sim¬ 
ple and attractive layout while the instrument 
binnacle is very impressive, with a clear colour 
display conveying information in an effortless¬ 
ly absorbed manner. 

The menu-based interface takes a little prac¬

tice to master but is a success and even the 
models equipped with the new lane departure 
warning and speed limiter options use a mini¬ 
mum of buttons. 

Material quality is good, with soft touch plas¬ 
tics to the upper portion of the dash. Only the 
satin-finish surround for the centre console is 
likely to divide opinion. 

The changes go beyond cosmetics. Two new 
engine options include a 197bhp version of 
the 2.2-litre ‘DuraTorq’ diesel and a 237bhp, 
2.0-litre ‘EcoBoost’ petrol. The latter is avail¬ 
able with Ford’s six-speed, twin-clutch 
PowerShift automatic transmission. 

It’s a slick combination and one that makes the 
most of the Mondeo’s cosseting ride and respon¬ 
sive chassis, with seamless drive and an impres¬ 
sive turn of speed. Importantly, it’s as smooth in 
town at low speed as when cruising, requiring no 
special treatment from the driver’s seat. 

Interior space remains one of the Mondeo’s 
trump cards. It feels hugely accommodating 
from passenger seats and the boot is generous 
in five-door form. For the driver, the impression 
of size remains present on the road - making it 
a tight vehicle to position against an oncoming 
tractor - but it’s a small price to pay for such 
accommodation.

BioCity 
to lure

A BIOSCIENCE business centre is 
hoping to lure Pfizer staff away from 
the county. 

Start-up ‘incubator’ BioCity Nottingham is 
offering entrepreneurial employees the chance 
to set up their own fledgling companies in the 
East Midlands. 

To sweeten the deal, any Pfizer worker who 
chooses to make the move and launch a new 
pharmaceutical venture is being offered 12 
months’ free space at BioCity. 

The offer comes just a week after the 
Government’s Pfizer taskforce announced that 
keeping the drug firm’s scientists in Kent was 
its main aim. 

Science minister David Willetts said: “The pri¬ 
ority must be to hold on to the highly skilled 
workers at Sandwich and ensure the world- 
class research there continues.” 

BioCity’s chief executive, Dr Glenn Crocker, 
said there were a number of science-based start¬ 
up facilities looking to lure Pfizer workers away 
from Kent. 

Attributes 

“There is an enormous difference between 
undertaking research and development within a 
global pharmaceutical company and undertak¬ 
ing the same work as an entrepreneur, running 
your own business,” he said. 

“Entrepreneurship isn’t for everyone, but for 
those who have the attributes and drive to cre¬ 
ate their own business, it is vital that they are 
supported to develop the commercial skills to 
thrive in this entirely new environment. 

“Facilities like BioCity in Nottingham, and 
others across the UK, are providing these scien¬ 
tists with an environment in which they can 
find the support they need to plot a commercial 
path to success.” 

BioCity made a similar free-space offer to sci¬ 
entists at drug firm AstraZeneca’s research 
facility in Charnwood, near Loughborough, 
which closed last year. More than 1,200 employ¬ 
ees were affected. 


A BioCity spokesman said: “Just a year ago, 
BioCity responded to the AstraZeneca 
Charnwood closure plans by offering a package 
of support to former employees including train¬ 
ing, advice and office or lab accommodation. 

“As a direct result, several new ventures have 
emerged. Such immediate and practical inter¬ 
vention provides a model to both Government 
and the pharmaceutical industry looking to take 
some of the pain out of the recent Pfizer 
announcement.” 

But Pfizer’s senior vice-president and site head 
at Sandwich, Dr Ruth McKeman, said she was 
hopeful the Government’s taskforce could find a 
future for the R&D site and its 2,400 workers. 

“Sandwich has an extremely talented work¬ 
force and excellent facilities,” she said. 

“Our priority is to work together to explore 
external partnership opportunities in an effort 


to preserve jobs and activity on the site.” 

Business secretary Vince Cable has given the 
Pfizer taskforce a 30-day deadline to draw up a 
list of viable options that could secure the future 
of the Sandwich site.

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‘Signs of stability’ despite jobless rise 


EMPLOYMENT minister Chris 
Grayling says the labour market shows 
signs of stabilising, despite a rise in 
unemployment across the UK. 

Figures released by the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) show the 
number of jobless in the UK rose by 
44,000 to almost 2.5 million between 
October and December last year. 

The number of Jobseeker’s Allowance 
(JSA) claimants has also risen, up 2,400 
last month to 1.46 million. 

Of those, 26,586 are from Kent. 

Medway is home to the highest num¬ 
ber of JSA recipients (6,508), followed 


by Thanet (4,284) and 
Swale (3,138). 

Mr Grayling accepted 
that the figures were 
high but pointed to a 
sharp rise in the num¬ 
ber of job vacancies as 
a sign of an improved 
economic outlook. 

“It’s been a difficult 
few months in the labour market, but 
things do now seem to be stabilising,” 
he said. 

“That the number of vacancies has 
risen to half a million across the coun¬ 


try, the highest in two years, is particu¬ 
larly encouraging. 

“The challenge for us now is to push 
ahead with our welfare reforms as 
quickly as possible so we start to move 
more people off benefits to take advan¬ 
tage of those vacancies.”

I T’S difficult to place a figure on the full financial fallout of 
Pfizer’s decision to shut its Sandwich research and devel¬ 
opment base. The pharmaceutical firm’s 2,400 on-site 
employees are of course to be made redundant over the next 
1S to 24 months. 

Then there are up to 3 r OOC more workers who are indirectly 
employed by Pfizer, such as caterers, cleaners and mainte¬ 
nance staff, who will find themselves forged into looking else¬ 
where for a job. 

But the financial shockwave will spread further still should a 
new owner, or purpose, for Pfizer's high-spec reseajrch-and- 
development site not be found. 

With some 5,400 people facing redundancy as a result of 
Pfizer's departure, retail, leisure and other associated 
industries are certain to fed the knock-on effect. 

High-street shops, restaurants, bars, cinemas, cafes, hotels, 
theatres and car dealerships will all suffer as the thousands 
affected collectively tighten their purse strings. 

One aspect of the closure that has so far not been widely 
considerkl is the potential knock-on effect on the county’s 
housing market. 

It is likely that Pfizer's much-sought-after skilled employees 
will take advantage of a shortage of scientists by taking up 
positions outside the county or even country. 

Such an exodus would leave hundreds of high-end homes 
vacant, sending buyer demand tumbling and perhaps house 
prices with them. 

A tot depends upon the Sandwich economic development 
taskforce, set up by the Government in the hope of delivering 
a range of proposals for minimising the impact on the east 
Kent economy. 

The taskforce, chaired by county council leader Paul Carter, 
has been given 30 days to find viable ways of keeping Pfizer's 
workforce in the area before it submits its findings to business 
secretary Vince Cable. 

If the taskforce does not manage to identify a prosperous 
and realistic future for the huge Sandwich site, its failure could 
cost east Kent for years to come.

Restructure threat to sports outlets 


SPORTS retailer JJB has announced 
plans to shut up to 95 stores as it 
struggles to keep pace with industry 
rivals. 

The firm, which has outlets in 
Dover, Canterbury, Maidstone and 
Hempstead Valley Gillingham, plans 
to dose 45 stores in the next 12 
months and keep 50 on review for 
two years. 

JJB Sport bosses are in negotia¬ 
tions with landlords regarding 
Company Voluntary Arrangements 
(CVA) which will enable the firm to 
push ahead with the cuts. The CVA 


will see rent for stores reduced and 
payments made monthly rather than 
quarterly. 

Chairman Mike McTtghe said: “The 
board and management team are 
working urgently on a fundamental 
restructuring plan which will signifi¬ 
cantly strengthen JJB^s finances and 
build on the group's strengths, 

"We are confident that, with the 
support of key stakeholders, we can 
complete this restructuring in the 
coming weeks.” 

JJB employs 6,300 staff in more 
than 250 stores nationwide. 
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TURBINE manufacturer Vestas saw 
profits rise 25 per cent in the past 
year, thanks largely to the Thanet offshore 
windfarm. The Danish group provided 
parts for the Kent windfarm - the largest 
offshore windfarm yet built - which was 
hooked up to the national grid in 
September, last year. 

Net profit rose from £125 million in 2009 
to £156m in 2010. UK equipment 
deliveries during this period soared to 530 
megawatts (MW), a leap from 120MW on 
the previous year. The Thanet windfarm 
accounted for 300MW of these extra 
shipments. The 100 Kent turbines, in eight 
lines, can generate enough energy to power 
200,000 homes. 

■ MORE than 825 million loose 
bananas will pass through 
George Hammond’s Port of Dover 
base this year. The fresh-produce firm 
hit the huge sum - enough to stretch 
almost halfway round the world - 
after securing a new service with 
Seatrade, which will import the fruit 
from Ecuador. 

MD James Ryeland said of the deal: 
“This is great news. We’ve seen steady 
growth over the past year and 2011 is 
already looking positive with the 
addition of this new service. 

“The Port of Dover have been 
supportive and offered us operational 
flexibility, which means we can 
welcome these new ships and concen¬ 
trate on securing new business.” 

George Hammond will also see 10 
million melons and pineapples pass 
through on the way to supermarkets 
across the UK before the year is out. 

■ ALMOST four out of five businesses 
in the region have admitted they 
break the law by failing to have a 
minimum number of trained first-aiders. 

A survey by St John Ambulance revealed 
that 79 per cent of South East businesses 
fell short of office health-and-safety 
regulations. St John Ambulance has 
launched an online survey to help 
determine whether firms are meeting 
statutory first-aid requirements. The 
organisation will then provide advice and 
training, as necessary. To complete the 
survey, visit sja.org.uk/survey. 

■ LUXURY-homes developer Green 
Amber has picked up an industry 
award.

Punching above our 
weight with tourism

TOURISM contributes £3.2 billion 
to the Kent economy and supports 
63,000 jobs, new research has 
revealed. 

An independent study based on statistics gath¬ 
ered from 2009 shows the industxy has boomed 
since the last review was conducted in 2006. 

The number of visitors to the county rose by 
8 per cent to 56.6 million. They spent almost 
£2.6 billion, up 9 per cent on 2006. 

A further £176.2 million was spent in the 
county by visitors on their second homes and 
boats, and by friends and relatives entertain¬ 
ing guests - a 25 per cent increase. 

Demand 

The number of jobs created in tourism rose 
with increased demand, up 7 per cent in the 
three-year period. 

The study was commissioned by Visit Kent. 
Chief executive Sandra Matthews-Marsh 
said: “These tremendous results really demon¬ 
strate that Kent and Medway is increasingly 
recognised as a top UK destination both at 
home and abroad. 

“Visit Kent is a not-for-profit organisation 
bringing together local authorities and our 
3,000 tourism, leisure and hospitality busi¬ 
nesses to market our county in a way that no 
individual business or organisation could do

on its own. Together we are punching far 
above our weight. 

“Our innovative partnerships, which are 
developing all the time, are adding so much 
value to our campaigns and our marketing 
reach. 

“I am confident that when the next survey is 
done, based on data collected in 2012, the 


results will be even more impressive.” 

The study also revealed there were 4.3 mil¬ 
lion domestic overnight trips to Kent in 2009, 
with Medway, Canterbury and Thanet provid¬ 
ing the most popular destinations. 

Expenditure associated with domestic 
overnight trips was £567m, with an average 
spend per person of £46.78 per night and 
£131.49 per trip. 

The 810,000 overnight trips to Kent by over¬ 
seas visitors was an increase of 3 per cent on 
2006, with Canterbury and Ashford being the 
biggest draws. Overseas visitors spent a total 
of £263.3m - 9 per cent more than in 2006. 

All parts of the county enjoyed an increase in 
the number of day trips made to and within 
the county in 2009, which totalled at 51.57 
million - an 8 per cent increase in volume 
overall compared with 2006. 

Assets 

The day-trippers were also spending more - 
at £1.76bn, a 9 per cent increase. 

KCC’s economic development chief Kevin 
Lynes said: “Tourism has made a massive dif¬ 
ference to many businesses and to local people 
and it is clearly an important growth sector for 
Kent. 

“It is the only sector that allows us to build 
growth without laying bricks, but by using our 
natural assets. 

“So these are excellent results and we are 
committed to developing our tourism, leisure 
and hospitality economy even further and 
positioning Kent as a top UK destination.” 



Airport’s expansion 
inquiry under way 


AN INQUIRY into the £25 million 
Lydd arport expansion plans 
began on Tuesday. 

Officials will look at a range of 
issues in the next 13 weeks, 
including noise, ecology, nuclear 
safety and the socio-economic 
implications. 

Airport bosses say the propos¬ 
als will give the area a much- 
needed economic lift, creating 
hundreds of jobs and bringing 
tourists - and revenue - to south¬ 
east Kent. 

Opponents argue that any 
expansion would have a devas¬ 
tating knock-on effect on wildlife 
and coastal wetlands. 

Writing on the Business for 
Kent website, the Friends of the 
North Kent Marshes said: “We are 
passionate about protecting our 
natural heritage here in north 


Kent and the same goes for the 
precious habitats down on the 
south coast. We truly believe that 
there should be no further expan¬ 
sion at Lydd airport. 

“As Kent residents we feel that 
we should be looking to make the 
most of these wonderful natural 
assets which bring long-term 
sustainable benefits and oppor¬ 
tunities to the area for jobs in 
green tourism and habitat man¬ 
agement. 

“The area’s unique habitats and 
wildlife are protected under 
national and international law and 
it would be totally wrong to put 
them at risk through the inappro¬ 
priate development of a large air¬ 
port.” 

A final decision on the applica¬ 
tion is not expected until the end 
of the year at the earliest.

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We must not fail 
next generation

IT IS DIFFICULT to pick up a newspaper or log 
on to a news website without being bombarded 
with speculation and opinions about the eco¬ 
nomic situation. 

One week the headlines are announcing fears 
of a double-dip recession, the next Labour 
leader Ed Miliband is saying that spending cuts 
“risk betraying a generation of young people”. 

In the last Budget, Chancellor George 
Osborne announced cuts and reductions to 
grants and benefits, the effects of which are now 
starting to be felt. 

NCT, the UK’s largest charity for parents, is 
concerned these measures will hit us where it 
hurts the most - the future generation. 

An average couple with two children and one 
on the way, and a household income of £24,000, 
could already be seeing themselves close to 
£1,000 down, with further cuts on the way later 
this year. 

Health In Pregnancy Grant was abolished 
from January 1 (£190 gone), the Sure Start 
Maternity Grant was restricted to only the first¬ 
born child from April (£500 gone), and the Child 
Trust Fund was abolished, with Government 
contributions ceasing from January (£250 gone). 

Struggle 

Other measures being introduced that will 
affect families include the freezing of child bene¬ 
fit from April until 2013, and scrapping them 
altogether for households where either mum or 
dad is a higher-rate taxpayer - a move affecting 
1.5 million families. 

On top of this, VAT has risen to 20 per cent 
and National Insurance is set to rise to a basic 
rate of 12 per cent in April. The average price of 
a basket of groceries has risen from £67.49 a 
year ago to £70.49. NCT wants new families to 
be free from being pulled apart by the struggle 
to meet their financial needs and feel able to 
meet the needs of their baby. 

We need to help those who are planning to 
raise a family in these difficult times of public- 
expenditure cuts. NCT knows that having a 
baby can be expensive: clothes, toys, equip¬ 
ment, food and nappies all cost money that par¬ 
ents have to find from somewhere. There are 
many ways NCT is already helping families in 
your community.

From a dinosaur

D inosaurs roamed the 

earth 220 million years 
ago. They flourished over 
the next 155 million 
years, evolving and spreading 
across the globe before eventually 
dying out 65 million years ago. 

There followed 63 million years of relative 
stability. Early man eventually arrived on the 
scene two million years ago and picked up 
where the dinosaurs left off - evolving and 
multiplying. 

Skip forward ever so slightly to just 41 
years ago and fossil enthusiast Terence 
Collingwood came into existence. 

He turned his passion for dinosaurs and 
fossils into a full-time business -1 Dig Dinos 
- five years ago. 

Speaking at his Rochester shop, a fossil- 
fanatics paradise, Collingwood explained how 
his hobby slowly became his job. 

“I was always fascinated with dinosaurs 
and fossils but, having no background in 
paleontology, was unaware that you could 
own your own. 

“I assumed, like most people, that all the 
best fossils ended up in museums. The last

His company is the UK’s sole 
dinosaur shop supplying a range of fossils 
in the UK. He spoke to Business Week 
editor SIMON ROBINSON. 



decade has been a real eye-opener for me as 
I’ve found out just how rich our fossil 
deposits are and how affordable they can 
be.” 

Armed with this information, Terence 
began collecting fossils from across the 
globe. 

It was when this collection began to take 
over his home that he started selling some 
items online. 

Having established a network of buyers 
and needing a physical presence to display 
and store stock, the I Dig Dinos shop was 
opened in 2006. 

It was at this time that 
Collingwood gave up 
working full-time in IT to 
commit to fossils, a 
decision he found easy. 

“I committed to the 
business just before 
the recession hit. Back 
then I was doing more 
trade in fossils and 
dinosaurs part-time than 
I’m currently doing full-time, 
unfortunately. 

“So it was an easy decision to give up 
work I didn’t particularly enjoy to import 
and sell fossils.” 

Business was booming, especially 
overseas, which originally accounted for 60 
per cent of revenue. The success was based 
on a lack of competition. 



Collingwood’s business is one of just six 
dinosaur shops in the country and the sole 
provider of a range of fossils in the UK. 

He said: “One of the good and bad things 
about what I do is that there is no real 
money to be made -1 do it largely for the 
love of it.” 

Collingwood buys items from the US, 
including the dinosaur fossil mecca of the 
Hell Creek Formation, which is around the 
size of the UK. The fossil fan also buys 
items face-to-face at an annual industry 
show in France. 

Although he has the pick of the market, 

from £4 dinosaur teeth up to high- 
end rare collectors’ items, 
Collingwood said his 
business model was clear 
from the outset. 

He said: “The original 
remit was to supply 
affordable fossils. I 
wanted the business to 
be exactly what I would 
have wanted when I was 
younger. Most of the fossils on 
offer are £10 or under. I sell some 
pieces from my personal collection and have 
some specialist pieces, but the majority of 
my stock is affordable.” 

The shop now accounts for 85 per cent of 
Collingwood’s total revenue, thanks largely 
to its location in the visitor-rich heart of 
historic Rochester high street. The stock has

diversified into crystals, toys, 
jewellery and fluffy dinosaurs, a 
move that has seen the scope of I 
Dig Dinos customers expand. 

Collingwood said: “I cater for 
everyone. My youngest customers 
are probably three to four years old. 

“Their parents buy the toys, but 
hopefully that will spark a passion 
for dinosaurs they will want to 
continue when they’re older and 
move into collecting fossils. 


“We also deal with industry 
professionals. I send bugs captured 
in amber to a professor in Austria. 

“And just last week I had 
representatives from The National 
History Museum here buying 
supplies for their outreach work as 
they’re not allowed to use items 
from their own collection. I appeal to 
everyone.” 

As for the future, Collingwood 
says he has no plans to expand. 


“I enjoy fossils and have no plans 
to move into the world of 
franchisees. My internet presence 
may increase, but there’s a limit to 
what you can do. 

“The recession has hit me, and the 
last four years have been a struggle, 
but the location of my shop has seen 
us pull though. 

“I can see the business carrying on 
with this location and as long as I 
can carry on then I’m happy.”

Firms await impact of 
budget cuts knock-on 


COUNCIL cutbacks of more than 
£115 million will have a huge 
impact on Kent’s businesses, 
according to authority finance 
chiefs, writes Simon Robinson. 

Severe Government spending cuts have left 
Kent County Council with a £95 million fund¬ 
ing black hole, while the unitary Medway 
authority has a £23.5m shortfall. 

While both councils have promised they 
will not counter the funding restrictions with 
council-tax rises, a move welcomed by 
recession-hit residents, Kent business looks 
set to fare much worse. 

Efficiency 

KCC leader Paul Carter said the authority 
would have to become a “leaner organisa¬ 
tion”, while Medway Council moneymen 
spoke of enforcing “efficiency measures”. 

About 1,700 posts will be lost across both 
authorities - leaving those who cannot be 
redeployed internally facing redundancy - 
while council deals with Kent contractors are 
sure to be reined in. 

This all contributes to a bleak outlook for 
firms across the county. 

Medway Council’s finance boss and deputy 
leader Alan Jarrett said: “You’re right to iden¬ 
tify the problem. Unfortunately, there’s not

much we can do. The main thing we have to 
do is try to maintain spending on frontline 
services. 

If people do not have money, that’s another 
matter. 

“What we’ve done in Medway is all we could 
have done. Other councils have done worse 
with more money. We’ve done well given the 
circumstances. 

“We’ve tried to minimise the impact of the 


knock-on effects the budget cut will have. In 
particular we’ve looked carefully at the 154 
posts that will be gradually lost at the coun¬ 
cil. Where possible, workers will be rede¬ 
ployed.” 

KCC’S cabinet member for finance, John 
Simmonds, said while their most recent 
budget was the most difficult it had ever 
faced, there were positive aspects. 

“We have retained a capital spending pro¬ 
gramme of £772 million over three years,” he 
said. 

“This is less than we have been spending, 
but is still a considerable sum. 

“Of course, some of this money will go to 
Kentish firms. 

“During a three-year period, 1,500 posts 
will go but this is not new to us. 

“We currently have 900 vacancies, and 
while I’m not pretending that these will 
marry up completely, it does give us room to 
redeploy a lot of affected workers. 

Cllr Jarrett said he still felt strongly about 
the “unprecedented” 11.9 per cent funding 
cut. “I don’t feel any different,” he said. 

“We had an unfair formula grant settle¬ 
ment under Labour and the new Government 
has carried on that system. 

“In fact, the tinkering they have done has 
seen the South East receive less funding than 
the rest of the country, which has only exacer¬ 
bated the problem.” 


VISIT KENT is urging leisure and tourism firms to 
sign up to Fair Pricing and Fair Practice charters. 

The county tourism champion hopes the 
pledges will reassure visitors that Kent business¬ 
es are committed to fair and reasonable trading 
and professional service. 

The charters were launched in readiness for an 
influx of sports-mad visitors to The Open golf 
tournament in Sandwich this July and the London 
Olympic Games in 2012. 

Visit Kent chief executive Sandra Matthews- 
Marsh said: This is an opportunity for Kent’s 
3,000 businesses in the sector to gain recognition 
and establish their credentials. 

“Visit Kent is determined to lead the way in 
gaining recognition for our county as a leading 
destination and ensuring a legacy which will add 
value long after the Olympic baton has been 
passed on. 

Fantastic 

“This will send a message to travel-trade busi¬ 
nesses and visitors that we take our businesses 
seriously and are committed to fair trading and 
high standards.” 

KCC’s community services boss Mike Hill said: 
“The Open is a fantastic opportunity for busi¬ 
nesses and this initiative will help them showcase 
their commitment to quality. 

“We want visitors to experience the best that 
Kent has to offer so they not only enjoy their stay 
this time but continue to come back.” 

Businesses signing up to the charters will be 
entitled to display Fair Pricing and Fair Practice 
marks on publicity material.

Kent counters report’s downbeat 
forecast with cautious optimism 


THE recent upturn in the commer¬ 
cial property market is likely to 
prove unsustainable, according to a 
new study. 

The bleak forecast was made by 
consultancy Ernst & Young, which 
said December’s 3 per cent price rise 
may not immediately lead to a long¬ 
term recovery. 

Although the spike was the 
sharpest monthly increase in more 
than two decades, real-estate head 
Dean Hodcroft said this only indicat¬ 
ed that investors were calling the 
bottom of the market. 

He said: “Welcome though the 
bounce of activity has been, its sus¬ 
tainability is far from certain. 

“The upturn has largely been 
based on investors deciding the bot¬ 
tom of the market had been reached, 
and the massive decline in prices 
over the past couple of years result¬ 
ing in attractive opportunities.” 

The fragility of the banking sector 
is also thought to remain a major 
threat to recovery. 

Ernst & Young’s research found 
that banks are still highly vulnerable 
to defaults by property companies, 
and with vacancy rates still on the 
rise, and rents still falling, such 
defaults look set to increase. 


Andrew Goodwin, the senior eco¬ 
nomic adviser to the group, said: 
“With demand likely to remain weak 
across all market segments as the 
UK economy stutters out of recession 
and the possibility of the banks’ 
leniency and support for property 
companies waning, the most signifi¬ 
cant risks are all on the downside. 

“It is difficult to see how the level of 
recent activity can be sustained.” 

The only bright spots of the 
research were linked to the weakness 
of the pound and London’s position as 
a strong international market. 

KENT’S RESPONSE: From a commer¬ 
cial property perspective, this year 
could best be described as one of 
‘cautious optimism’. 

Having just returned from the UK 
Science Park Association national con¬ 
ference, it is clear Kent Science Park is 
performing well in terms of attracting 
and retaining knowledge-based busi¬ 
nesses. We are receiving a healthy level 
of property inquiries, the challenge is 
converting them into new arrivals and 
employment opportunities for residents. 

A number of our tenants are growing 
and demanding extra space, which 
reinforces our long-term confidence in 
the park. We are continuing to invest 
significant sums in our on-site infra¬ 


structure and facilities, as well as high¬ 
lighting the need for a new road linking 
the park to the M2 via a new junction. 

Investment in road infrastructure 
would underpin not only the park’s abil¬ 
ity to attract new businesses and jobs, 
but also the wider regeneration of 
Sittingbourne and Swale. 

With more than 45 per cent of the 
1,190 workers at the park living within 
three miles of the gate, the park’s on¬ 
going success means employment 
growth for Swale and all that that 
means for the local economy.

• The Ernst & Young report gives a 
national perspective of the commercial 
property market - and the annual Kent 
Property Market Report shows that 
Kent does not tend to experience the 
same peaks and troughs in property 
rents and costs. 

Based on available properties on our 
database, both office and industrial 
supply has increased since last year, as 
has demand for offices from our active 
projects, while demand for industrial 
space has remained the same. 

We have also seen the average 
space required for both office and 
industrial properties reduce this year.

Mel’s title ambition 

Canterbury stalwart and ex-Olv mp ian Clewlow 
targets maiden hockey P r emier Division triump h

FORMER Great Britain hockey 
star Mel Clewlow says winning the 
Premier Division title would be a 
major highlight in her career as 
Canterbury ladies edge closer to a 
maiden championship triumph. 

The Polo Farm outfit finished fifth last sea¬ 
son, 30 points behind champions Leicester, but 
have transformed into a genuine force in this 
campaign. They have already won more 
games than in the whole of last season and 
s spent the winter break top of the table. 

The season resumed last weekend with a win 
f and a draw from back-to-back away games at 
1 University of Birmingham and Slough respec¬ 
tively. 

With rivals Leicester unexpectedly losing at 
home, Canterbury went into this weekend’s 
home game with Bowdon Hightown second 
and with a game in hand. 

While the club is an established name in the 
ladies top flight, they have rarely threatened to 
challenge for the title. While Clewlow admits the 
side’s form has been a surprise, the former inter¬ 
national felt the squad was always good enough 
to figure in the championship race. 

She said: “You would always put Leicester 
and Reading at the top because of the number 
of internationals they have; but with the 
Commonwealth Games coming when it did, 
we knew if we had a good start and were there

or thereabouts, we would stand a good chance 
when our players came back from Delhi. 

“On paper we have a very strong squad 
with almost everyone having international 
experience. I don’t think we have played to 
our potential in previous years - there has 
always been the feeling we could do some¬ 
thing like this.” 

The 34-year-old had a long and successful 
international career with England and Great 
Britain, playing at two Olympic Games. The 
silverware has not been as forthcoming in 
domestic competitions in a career spent entire¬ 


ly at Canterbury, so winning the league would 
rank very highly. 

Clewlow said: “From a club perspective it 
would be the highlight for me alongside win¬ 
ning the HA Cup [in 2005]. It was always a 
goal of mine to play at the Olympics and at a 
club level to win the Premier League. 

“The hope is it’s not a one-season wonder 
and we are there or thereabouts for the next 
two or three. Once that happens you start 
attracting better players, the local ones might 
stay around here for university and you build 
for the future.” 


Top rugby league honour for Dragons coach 


A KENT coach’s tireless work of promoting 
rugby league over the past two decades has 
been formally recognised by the sport’s gov¬ 
erning body in the UK. 

Martin Coyd was inducted into the Rugby 
Football League’s [RFL] Roll of Honour ear¬ 
lier this month. The accolade is the highest 
honour in the sport, recognising individuals 
who have made an outstanding contribution 
to the sport. 

Coyd stood out for the RFL because of two 
separate contributions. First he played a key 
role in getting the Army to officially recognise 
rugby league as a sport in 1994, going on to set 
up the Combined Services Rugby League. 

The second was for his part in setting up 
Medway Dragons in 2007, which has gone on 
to become hugely successful in an area with 
little history of rugby league. As head coach 
Coyd has helped build the thriving junior club, 
which will have a senior team for the first time 
this season. 

Only 20 people have been inducted since the

Roll of Honour was established in 2003. It is 
usually reserved for influential figures late in 
their life, but 46-year-old Coyd is the youngest 
ever to receive the award. 

The modest coach, who made his interna¬ 
tional debut last year when selected for Great 
Britain against Australia in a Masters RL Test 
Match, was shocked by the award and felt the 
credit should be distributed widely. 


“These people are legends of the game and to 
have my name go alongside them hasn’t real¬ 
ly sunk in yet,” he said. 

“There is a huge list of people in the armed 
forces, Medway Dragons and across the 
London and the south rugby league communi¬ 
ty who this award is really meant for. I would 
like to thank all of those people who have been 
part of it, especially my wife and family.”

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the road to Le Mans

JOTA Sport will once again 
compete at one of the world’s 
most prestigious motor races 
this summer after gaining entry 
into the Le Mans 24 hours. 

The team, based near Tunbridge Wells, 
will enter as one of only two British teams 
in the GT Pro class, alongside Le Mans 
heavyweights BMW Motorsport and 
Corvette. 

Sam Hancock, Jota co-owner, said he was 
hugely relieved to have been handed a 
place at Le Mans but insisted his feet 
would remain firmly on the ground as 
preparations continued for the new season. 

Speaking from team testing at Spain’s 
Navarra circuit, he said: “It’s everything 
because the 24 hours at Le Mans is the sun 
around which everything else orbits in the 
type of motor racing we do. It’s the big one, 
it attracts the sponsors and it’s the one all 
the drivers want to do. 

“We’re talking about the very best motor 
racing teams outside Formula 1, from all 



over the world. We’re all racers so we want 
to go and win, but we have to be careful to 
manage our expectations because we’re up 
against some of the top factory teams. 

‘We are really up against the big boys 
but we’d like to think we are heading in 
that direction if we’re not there yet. I don’t 
know how many apply, but you can be sure 
there will be a lot of disappointed teams. It 
was quite shocking looking at the names of 


teams who didn’t get in and it makes it 
more satisfying that we made it.” 

Hancock, who set up Jota in 2000, will 
drive for the team at Le Mans alongside 
Simon Dolan, making his race debut, while 
the third driver has yet to be announced. 

This year’s race, which takes place on 
June 11-12, will feature 54 other teams 
and Hancock revealed how he had feared 
the worst prior to last week’s entry 
announcements. 

“We always hoped we’d get in because 
we’d made a very credible application, so 
we liked to think we were a team worthy of 
an entry, but you can never be sure. There 
are many teams who are credible and wor¬ 
thy so it’s a very big deal. 

“When they were making the announce¬ 
ment live on Le Mans radio, I was listening 
over the internet on my iPhone while driv¬ 
ing on the M25. It kept cutting out and I 
was seriously worrying for a few minutes 
but when it cut back in, I heard our name. 

“It’s Simon’s first year at this level, it’s 
his first time at Le Mans. We’re going 
head-to-head with some of the world’s top 
GT racing teams with all-professional line¬ 
ups, so we’re fighting with the big boys and 
that will make the challenge tougher.”

Final throw nets Brown 
PB and UK indoor silver 


A PERSONAL best with her 
last throw of the competition 
earned Shaunagh Brown a 
silver medal at the UK 
Indoor Championships last 
weekend. 

The 20-year-old was lan¬ 
guishing in sixth position 
out of seven until the final 
round of the women’s shot 
put in Sheffield. A throw of 
14.91-metres beat her previ¬ 
ous indoor best by 21 cen¬ 
timetres and saw the 
Blackheath & Bromley 
Harrier claim silver behind 
national outdoor champion 
Eden Francis. 

The high-class field includ¬ 
ed world and European hep¬ 
tathlon champion Jessica 
Ennis and Brown, who is the 
reigning Kent county cham¬ 


pion in shot, discus and 
hammer, was delighted to 
finish on the podium in her 
first senior event. 

She said: “I was surprised 
to win a medal, but in terms 
of the distance I wasn’t 
particularly happy because 
I wanted to throw 15-metres 
plus. 

“I was so proud because it 
was my first senior champi¬ 
onship full stop. It was a 
shock really and a great 
start to the season.” 

The placing would have 
been good enough for a spot 
in the British team heading 
to the European Athletics 
Indoor Championships in 
Paris next month, but 
Brown has not thrown the 
qualifying distance. 


On recent form it is only a 
matter of time before further 
honours come her way. Last 
weekend’s event was the 
third in a row she had set a 
personal best and Brown’s 
big aim for the year is to 
break 16-metres outdoors. 

After spending a large part 
of her junior years as a dis¬ 
cus thrower, Brown is now 
putting more emphasis on 
the shot as a future special¬ 
ism. 

She said: “It’s changing 
over. I was always a discus 
thrower right from the 
beginning. Last year I didn’t 
have much of a good season, 
but the shot was right up 
there and I’m concentrating 
more on that and see where 
that gets me.”

THE FA Cup still occupies a special 
place in the hearts of many, so the far- 
reaching proposals being considered to 
shake-up the competition are likely to 
cause some alarm. 

Seeding, the removal of replays, an 
evening kick-off for the final, regional 
draws until the latter stages are some of 
the ideas which are being looked into by 
the Football Association. 

It has become a cliche over the last 
decade to discuss whether or not the 
competition still has its ‘magic’. 

On the one hand it is hard to argue that 
the greatest domestic cup competition of 
them all has not lost some of its lustre, 
put in the shade by the bright lights of the 
Premier League and Champions League. 

It has become depressing to see a 
trickle down effect of clubs who now pri¬ 
oritise the league over everything else. A 
cup run now seems to be seen as count¬ 
er productive, with even clubs outside 
the top flight rotating their best players to 
keep them fresh for the league cam¬ 



paign. Fans, quite rightly, vote with their 
feet and take an afternoon off. 

It is not so long ago when clubs would 
sacrifice themselves for cup glory. 

Oldham’s run to a semi-final replay in 
1994 undoubtedly played a role in their 
relegation from the top flight, while the 
same could be argued for losing finalists 
Middlesbrough in 1997. 

Earlier in the competition it remains as 
strong as ever. The first-round proper 
last November was a memorable after¬ 
noon with five Kent clubs in action - the 
best showing for almost half a century. 

Under the proposed changes Dartford 
would not have got the chance of a 
replay at Port Vale, likewise Stonebridge 
Road would never have hosted a thrilling 
second meeting of Ebbsfleet and AFC 
Wimbledon, while the regional idea 
means Hythe Town’s first round trip 
would have been a lot more local than 
Hereford. 

There is little doubt something 
needs to be done, possibly by offer¬ 
ing a Champions League spot to the 
winners. It should be remembered 
the FA Cup has been tinkered with 
before, no one appears to miss the mul¬ 
tiple replays of yesteryear, but the dan-

Generous Gills ace savs he is more than hap py 


to lav on the goals for strike partner McDonald

TO BE a successful double act, 
both halves need to know then- 
place and the strengths they 
bring to the partnership. 

Every funny man needs a straight man 
alongside him to tee up the jokes and not 
hog the limelight, just as superheroes 
need a reliable sidekick. 

Despite possessing a physique which 
makes him stand out, Adebayo 
Akinfenwa is perfectly content to stay out 
of the headlines. 

Strikers can so often be the most selfish 
of animals, but the 28-year-old has been 
genuinely thrilled to help Cody 
McDonald attract all the attention up 
front for Gillingham this season. 

Generous 

Before this weekend Akinfenwa had 
eight goals to McDonald’s 17, but the 
bare statistics do little to sum up his 
impact. Once the rest of his team-mates 
worked out how to get the best out of the 
striker’s physical presence he has become 
the fulcrum of their attacks, expertly 
bringing others into play and fashioning 
a host of chances. 

Norwich loanee McDonald is always 
the first to credit his success to his 
generous strike partner, but it works 
both ways. 

After joining the Gills last summer 
from Northampton, where he was the 
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team’s chief goal threat, Akinfenwa feels 
McDonald’s record has allowed him to 
focus on other parts of his game. 

He said: “I think subconsciously 
because Cody is so on form at the 
moment I can just concentrate more on 
my team game rather than scoring. 

“I’ll always back myself to score goals 
but I do enjoy setting them up, it makes 
me look good. Football is a team game 
and everybody plays their roles. I still 
want to score, but if we win and I don’t 
[score] then I’m not losing any sleep over 
it. I do go home happy if I have a good 
game and I’ve contributed. 

“No disrespect to Northampton, but we 
have more quality players at Gillingham, 
so the onus on me to score isn’t there as 
much. I think this season as a team player 
my team game has developed even more. 


I feel my link-up play has improved.” 

Gillingham is Akinfenwa’s 10th club in 
Britain and his career has seen him play 
with his fair share of strikers. He rates 
McDonald highly and the forward 
reminds him of former Swansea team¬ 
mate Lee Trundle. 

Akinfenwa said: “I think Cody’s way too 
good for this league and minimum 
Championship-level football is where he 
can play. I do think our partnership at 
the moment is very potent - I’m bringing 
them in and he’s scoring the goals.” 

Akinfenwa has tasted triumph and dis¬ 
aster in recent seasons. A league champi¬ 
onship with Doncaster and winner in 
the Football League Trophy while at 
Swansea is interspersed with two 
relegations and a missed penal¬ 
ty in a play-off final shoot-out. 

Promotion with 

Gillingham this season 
would rank among the 
best moments of his 
career, but he is aware of 
the magnitude of the 
task which still lies 
ahead. 

Akinfenwa said: “I’m 
pretty confident with 
the squad we’ve got 
and the way we’re 
playing that we can 
do it. We’ve put our¬ 
selves in a good posi¬ 
tion, but if you look 
at it the real hard 
work starts now.”

Dolan hopes to breathe 
new life into county cup

PLANS are afoot to revamp the Kent 
Senior Cup in time for next season’s 
competition, writes Glenn Pearson. 

The Kent County Football 
Association (KCFA), which runs the 
tournament, is looking to inject some 
life back into a cup competition that 
has dropped down the pecking order 
for a vast number of the county’s sen¬ 
ior clubs in recent years. 

One idea mooted is to encourage the 
county’s only Football League club, 
Gillingham, as well as Charlton 
Athletic and Millwall - both affiliated 
members of the KCFA - to help 
breathe life into the Kent Senior Cup 
next season. 

The competition, born in the 1889- 
90 season when it was won by 
Plumstead-based Royal Arsenal, has 
seen clubs use fringe and reserve 
team players in cup matches. 

But crowds have dwindled away; 
Maidstone United’s Kent Senior Cup 
game with Ebbsfleet in January was 
watched by just 87 supporters. 

Now KCFA chief executive Paul 
Dolan, who took over from Keith 
Masters at the start of the month, is 
looking to consult with the county’s 
senior clubs about how to make the 
competition more attractive. 


‘We are certainly going to look at the 
Kent Senior Cup and work towards 
trying to make that more attractive. 

“I think part of the problem has 
been the fixtures and getting them 
played by a particular date as that’s 
had a knock-on effect and meant in a 
previous season we had to play the 
final in the following pre-season. I 
think that devalues the competition 


so we need to get them played early 
enough so the competition doesn’t just 
become an add on for the clubs. 

‘We want the first teams of the sen¬ 
ior clubs playing in it and then it’s 
whether we can attract some of the 
other senior clubs back into it, like 
Gillingham, Charlton and Millwall. 
That is maybe something we need to 
look in to.” 


MyFC members’ renewal 
crucial to Fleet’s budget 


THE PIVOTAL point of Ebbsfleet 
United’s year has arrived as 
Stonebridge Road bosses wait to 
learn how many MyFootballClub 
members have renewed their 
annual subscriptions. 

Membership levels will go a 
long way to determining the 
Fleet’s playing budget for next 
season, with manager Liam 
Daish keen to offer deals to sev¬ 
eral of his key players before the 
summer. 

Since MyFC membership lev¬ 
els peaked at around 30,000 in 
2008, renewals have dropped 
away alarmingly and just over 
4,000 subscribers remain three 
years on.

Of this season’s Ebbsfleet 
squad, only five players experi¬ 
enced first-team action at 
Stonebridge Road in 2009-10 
and Daish stressed how signifi¬ 
cant renewal levels remained if 
he was to achieve any sort of 
consistency. 

He said: “I am very aware how

crucial the amount of members 
who renew is, and the effect it 
will have on the future of this 
football club, not just until the 
end of season, but also for next 
season and its planning. 

“We have been able to main¬ 
tain the squad and hopefully it 
will prove good enough to stay 
in the pack of contenders until 
the end of the season and 
beyond. Obviously the [MyFC] 
society has and will play a big 
part going forward in where we 
go from here.”

three weeks before the Kent squad meet up 
for pre-season, which will keep him at St 
Lawrence until the end of the 2013 season - 
as exclusively revealed on our website 
www.kentsport.co.uk.

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The secrets of a good hedge 



HEDGING BETS: It’s important to match your pruning tools to the hedge you are trimming

H EDGES can be the making of 
a garden, providing clear 
boundaries and acting as a 
windbreak and a handsome green 
backdrop to other plants. 

A neglected hedge, on the other hand, can be 
a total eyesore, especially if it’s bare at the 
base or totally out of shape, due to lack of 
pruning. 

Late winter is an ideal time to cut back 
tough hedges such as beech, pyracantha, yew 
(which is the only conifer that will re-shoot 
from old wood), holly and hawthorn. They can 
be cut back hard to rejuvenate and reshape 
them, and regrowth will start almost immedi¬ 
ately. If you feed the hedge the growing season 
before, it should come back healthy and vigor¬ 
ous. 

As a rule, it’s best to prune deciduous types 
in late winter and evergreens in spring. Feed 
and mulch in mid-spring, and water during 
dry weather. Fill in unsightly gaps in the 
hedge with smaller plants and avoid trying to 
match a plant with the height of an existing 
hedge. 

Be warned, though, that newcomers have to 
compete for food, moisture and light with the 
bigger, established plants, which is why the 
failure rate with infilling is pretty high. 

Box hedging won’t be harmed by hard prun¬ 
ing. A bush can be drastically cut back in 
spring, but to avoid large bare patches, stagger 
the work over two to three seasons. 

Use sharp secateurs to prune holly hedges 
and evergreen cherry laurels as the large 
glossy leaves turn brown and look terrible if 


they’re chopped in half with shears. Use a 
bow-saw for thick branches, loppers for small¬ 
er ones and secateurs for twiggy growth. 


If you’re cutting back an old yew hedge, do it 
so that it’s broader at the bottom than at the 
top, which will result in it being less vulnera¬ 


ble to snow damage and, more importantly, the 
growth at the bottom of the hedge receives as 
much light as the growth at the top, so it’s not 
likely to become bare again in the future. 

To make the job easier, lay hessian or sheets 
of polythene at the base of the hedge to gather 
the clippings. 

If a conifer hedge has become bare at the 
base, consider growing other plants in front of 
it to cover the gaps, such as Euonymus for- 
tunei ‘Emerald’n’Gold’ or ‘Emerald Gaiety, 
which are perfect for shady spots and will 
brighten up the plain-green foliage of a hedge. 

Other plants that will grow happily at the 
base of a hedge include spurge, euphorbia and 
alchemilla, while in sunny spots you may be 
better off with lavender, herbs such as rose¬ 
mary and sage, and berberis. 

Consider exactly what effect you are after. 
Filling in gaps is all very well, but unless you 
are careful what you choose and space out fill- 
in plants evenly, your boundary could end up 
looking like a bit of a dog’s dinner. 

Cutting a hedge back hard should be done in 
stages as it takes quite a lot out of the plant. 
In year one, the top and one side can be 
pruned, the opposite side in year two. 

Start from the bottom and work upwards 
and, if possible, shred the clippings and put 
them on the compost heap as you go along. 

The top of the hedge should be trimmed last. 
It may look drastic, but don’t worry, it will 
recover. 

Once your hedge has reached its required 
height and thickness, it should only need clip¬ 
ping once a year in August, or in the case of 
fast-growing hedges like leylandii, in May as 
well. 

Whatever method of hedge-pruning you 
take, look out for birds’ nests and don’t disturb 
any that you come across.

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Planning your urban 



oasis up on the roof 


POTTED GARDEN: Pots are an ideal way to create

I MAGINE being cooped up in 
an office all day and then 
returning to your urban home 
and walking out on to a rooftop 
that has been transformed into a 
tapestry of colour, texture and 
calm. 

Rooftop gardening can help combat cli¬ 
mate change by lowering surrounding air 
temperatures, according to a recent RHS 
survey and, with this in mind, the organisa-

tion is encouraging urbanites to make the 
most out of their outdoor space and help the 
environment by growing plants. 

“Getting planting right in urban spaces, 
which can be very limited, can have a major 
effect in not only helping reduce to urban 
temperatures, but will also provide other 
environmental benefits,” said Tijana 
Blanusa, who undertook the RHS research. 

Other benefits of green-roof gardening 
include heat insulation, water absorption,

providing a safe environment for wildlife 
and soaking up pollution. 

The RHS showcased two modem rooftop 
gardens designed by two rising stars, Hugo 
Bugg, RHS Young Designer of the Year 
2010, and Melissa Jolly, winner of a BBC 
Gardeners’ World 2010 award, at the RHS 
London Plant and Design Show. 

Their designs are aspirational, but it’s not 
impossible to create your own roof garden, 
whether you just want a few pots or a 
raised bed or two, or a more elaborate green 
carpet, providing your structure is secure. 
The RHS offers the following advice: 


Dig in if you 
want pick 
of the crop 



BARE-ROOTED cane fruits, including 
blackberries, raspberries and hybrid berry 
canes, can be planted up until the end of 
the month. You’ll need to prepare the soil 
thoroughly by digging a trench along the 
proposed row and working in plenty of 
organic matter. 

All these cane fruits, apart from autumn- 
fruiting raspberries, will need support for 
their fruiting canes, which can be done 
with posts at either end of the row and a 
minimum of three horizontal wires 
attached to the posts at even intervals. 

If you are using a wall or fence for black¬ 
berries (raspberries prefer to be in the 
open), attach the wires to vine eyes 
screwed into the wall. Bare-rooted rasp¬ 
berries should be planted about 45cm 
(18in) apart, while blackberries and hybrid 
berries need more space so should be 
planted at least 1.5m (5ft) apart, or more. 

Prune newly-planted canes to around 
22cm (9in) from the ground to encourage 
the production of strong canes from the 
base of the plant. Tie them to the wire as 
they grow through the season, but don’t 
harvest them this year, and remove flow¬ 
ers if there are a lot of them, which will 
encourage a better crop next season. 
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• Before designing any addition to a 
property’s roof,check if planning 
permission is required. 

• How much weight can the roof take? 
Large containers full of compost and 
plants weigh a considerable amount. There 
will be strict weight restrictions on 
balconies suspended out from the building. 

• Check if the roof is waterproof, using the 
services of a chartered structural engineer 
or a surveyor. You may have to modify roof 
supports if the structural survey shows 
that support is insufficient. Erecting a 
‘false’ floor is a common method, where the 
roof surface is partly or completely 
suspended above the existing roof, 
directing weight on to surrounding walls. 

• Use an architect specialising in roof- 
garden design for complex projects. 

• Place heavy containers near load- 
bearing walls or over a load-bearing beam 
or joist as these can take more weight 
than unsupported areas. 

• The main limitations of roof gardens and 
balconies are strong winds and sunshine. 
Take advantage of any existing protection, 
such as walls or fences, that provide 
shelter and shade. 

• Use slatted or mesh screens that filter 
the wind, creating a micro-climate for the 
plants within. 

• Containers will dry out rapidly in windy, 
hot weather, so make sure they are a good 
width and depth. 

• Choose non-porous materials (plastic, 
metal and fibreglass) rather than 
terracotta as they reduce moisture loss. 

• Ensure the container is lightweight and 
has ample drainage holes in the base. 

• Some companies, such as Green Tech 
Ltd, offer a range of lightweight soils and 
composts suitable for roof gardening. 

• Use a layer of lightweight drainage 
material at the base of the container, such 
as polystyrene plant trays broken into 
‘crocks’. 

• A soil-based compost is better for its 
water-holding capacity than a peat- 
substitute mix, but it will be heavier. 

• If weight is a consideration, fix the 
container down, so that it doesn’t blow 
over. 

• Install an irrigation system where cost- 
effective (in larger areas), ensuring excess 
run-off flows to a drainpipe outlet. In 
smaller areas, hand-water as it’s more 
accurate. 

• Feed plants regularly. Controlled-release 
fertiliser in the compost is the easiest way. 

• Top-dress pots annually, replacing the 
top few centimetres with fresh compost. 

• Liquid-feed any annual plants used in 
plantings from May to September to give 
the best flowering results.

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Diarmuid on design 



O NCE renowned for his inno¬ 
vative modernist designs, 
Diarmuid Gavin says that 
trends are heading increas¬ 
ingly towards a return to tradition¬ 
al gardens, where the plants are 
the stars. 

He’s pleased that the age of shiny stainless 
steel, bright-blue fences and decking once 
embraced by TV shows has ended. 

Having just launched the Ideal Home 
Show’s first garden design competition to cele¬ 
brate the best examples of sustainable prac¬ 
tice in garden design and to support young 
and emerging UK students in the field, he’s 
expecting a rush of eco-awareness. 

“There will be a generation of students who 
grew up in a time when gardening was manic 
on television. I’m expecting big eco-awareness. 
That generation will know how important it is 
in terms of sourcing materials, saving water 
and making compost. I would hope for a 
refinement of all the madder ideas that have 
been around for years.” 

He continued: “The wheel is turning back to 
the craft of gardening. People’s first love is 
plants, understanding the soil and under¬ 
standing the environment. That’s the very 
trendy thing, which is healthy.” 

Fruit- and vegetable-growing will continue 
this year and in the longer term, he predicts. 

“The big trend will remain ‘grow-it-yourself’. 
Companies will come out with kit forms of 
raised beds made from wood, compost mixes 
and seed mixes, along with manuals on how to 
grow basic vegetables to educate your children 
and feed your family. 

“In terms of materials and planting 
schemes, it’s back to the style of garden we 
remember from our childhood. The grander, 
more old-fashioned style [and] colour in terms 
of herbaceous plants and a kind of apprecia¬ 
tion of tradition. 

“A lot of natural stone will be used and sal¬ 
vage material will be appreciated. There will 
be less concrete.” 


These days, Diarmuid agrees that he is com¬ 
missioned to design much more traditional 
gardens in general. 

“People want to be comforted and indulged. 


They want to see the qualities of tradition for 
which Britain is so well known. They want to 
embrace tradition in a realistic way.” 

But for people who have smaller town gar¬ 


dens and not much time for maintenance, 
minimalist will always be in vogue, he says, 
while the popularity of low-maintenance 
plants is surging. 

“The arrival of ornamental plants such as 
grasses, mass planting of lavender and Buxus 
sempervirens in a more contemporary way 
works very well, so keep it simple. 

“There will be more evergreens, and people 
will appreciate grasses like carex. If you plant¬ 
ed bronze carex a few years ago, people 
thought you were planting something that 
was dead. 

“Now there’s a more naturalistic feel 
through an appreciation of foliage and differ¬ 
ent hues, supplemented with bulbs. It’s 
uncomplicated but wonderful.” 

He is currently having his garden in Co 
Wicklow completely refurbished and says it 
will all centre on herbaceous borders, with a 
folly at the end. 

He notes that after two harsh winters, 
gardeners will need to reconsider which 
species they grow. 

“Dicksonias (tree ferns) have taken a bash¬ 
ing. We used to use Cordyline australis every¬ 
where, but many have been killed off. We have 
to decide whether to go for the exotic if we 
don’t live in a protected area. 

“Perennials are the quintessential basis for 
the English cottage garden.

EARLY SPUDS 

POTATOES are a valuable food 
crop. Grow a selection to adorn the 
dinner table virtually year-round. 

There are dozens of varieties to choose from 
in a multitude of different shapes, sizes, tex¬ 
tures and flavours. 

Spuds which are cultivated by kitchen gar¬ 
deners or allotment-holders are descended 
from Central American stock. Selective 
breeding over the last few hundred years 
has enhanced the desirable qualities that 
growers look for in this vegetable. 

High up in the Andes, however, wild 
potatoes are generally smaller, darker 
specimens. They find a home in thin, 
mountainous soils and rocky crevices. 
Black, brown, even blue, they are choc- 
full of health-enhancing anti-oxidants (a 
natural response by the plant to surviv¬ 
ing in high altitudes with low oxygen 
levels). 

First Early spuds (for example, Aaron 
Pilot) go in the ground around mid- 
March. Bunches of flowers start to 
appear on the extensive top growth 
(haulm) in mid-June, a sign that generous 
portions of ‘new potatoes’ are ready to be 
lifted and eaten as desired. 

Second Earlies are planted a fortnight or 
so later, maturing in July. Kestrel is a consis¬ 
tent and reliable performer in this category. 
They may be consumed there and then, or 
stored for a few months in a dry, airy and 
dark place. 

Maincrop varieties can occupy a place in

few plants in old 60- or 70-litre compost bags. 
This method is easy, clean, and ideal if space 
is limited. After making a few drainage 
holes in the bag bottom with a knife-blade, 
simply reverse it so that the light- and 
1 heat-absorbing black interior is on the 
I outside. 

Then roll the sides down to create a 
kind of floppy bucket. Put about 15cm of 
rich soil or fresh compost into the cus- 
N tomised bag. 

Place a couple of individual First 

r Early potatoes on to this. Add a further 
10cm layer of compost, and that is virtu¬ 
ally job done. The spuds in bags can go 
in the greenhouse or porch, where extra 
warmth will stimulate quick growth. 

Potatoes are hungiy and thirsty, so a 
weekly liquid feed with diluted, home¬ 
made nettle and comfrey (or a shop- 
bought seaweed brew) won’t go amiss. As 
green leaves appear, the bag sides can be 
rolled up and more compost added to 
repeatedly almost cover them. When full and 
sporting a canopy of leaves, beginning to pro¬ 
duce clusters of pretty little blooms, it’s har¬ 
vest time. The bag can be sliced open and, all 
being well, a mass of beautiful ‘apples of the 
earth’ will spill out like a magical haul of 
golden nuggets.
